The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two- 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  300  feet  of  ladders  and 
fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools ; one  two-horse 
combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully  equipped ; 
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one  two-horse  wagon,  fully  equipped ; two  supply 
wagons,  and  4,000  feet  of  hose  in  good  con- 
dition, located  in  the  center  of  the  Towti ; one  one-horse 
hose  wagon,  600  feet  of  hose  and  all  necessary  tools  in 
good  condition,  located  at  the  Farmers;  one  four-wheel 
hose  reel,  850  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition,  and  one  two 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck  in  good  condition,  located  at 
South  Attleborough;  one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  1,000  feet 
of  hose  in  good  condition,  located  at  Hebronville ; one 
hand  reel,  800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  St.  Jean  Plat;  one 
hand  reel,  800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  Briggs  Corner;

Horses.

extra  harness,  all  in  good  condition. 

Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in  good 
working  order.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus : 
Two  steam  gongs,  one  at  the  pumping  station  at  South 
Attleborough  and  one  at  the  electric  light  station,  located 
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at  the  Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  street, 
one  near  Pleasant  place,  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  4 
house,  South  Attleborough ; one  striker,  located  on  the 
church  at  Hebronville ; one  indicator  at  Hose  No.  1,  one 
at  Hose  No.  2,  and  one  at  Hose  No.  5 ; 15  tappers  used  in 
the  shops  and  by  members  of  the  Fire  Department ; 52 
fire  alarm  boxes,  owtied  by  the  Town;  one  private  box, 
owned  by  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company ; about 
50  miles  of  wire  and  all  necessary  tools  for  keeping  the 
same  in  repair ; one  storage  battery,  complete,  with  a 
six-circuit  switchboard. 


Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows : South 
Main  street  house,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  1 ; 
Union  street  house,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany No.  1 and  Hose  Company  No.  2;  the  house  at 
Farmers,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  3;  the  house 
at  South  Attleborough,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
No.  2 and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at  Hebron- 
ville, occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  5.  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  6 is  located  in  the  building  owned  by  the  St. 
Jean  Improvement  Society.  Hose  Company  No.  7 is 
located  in  a barn  owned  by  Mrs.  Willard  Merry  at  Briggs 
Corner. 


Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  purchased  2,000  feet  of 
hose,  two  deluge  sets,  one  Eastman  single  holder,  four 
new  fire  alarm  boxes,  one  corner  of  South  Main  and  Mill 
streets,  one  corner  of  West  and  Thacher  streets, 
one  in  hose  house  No.  4,  and  one  located  at 
Lona  Cutt ; painted  Union  street  hose  house,  repaired 
and  painted  supply  wagon,  painted  hose  wagon  of  Hose 
Company  No.  1 and  purchased  one  distributing  nozzle 
and  one  life  net.

Although  the  number  of  calls  for  the  year  1906  were 
78  against  128  for  the  year  1905,  we  believe  this  was 
largely  due  to  the  reward  offered  by  the  Selectmen  for 
the  conviction  of  any  person  setting  fires,  as  the  number 
of  wood  and  grass  fires  were  29  against  59  for  the  year 
1905.  It  'vyould  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Town  if  the 
Selectmen  still  continue  the  reward. 

Recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of 
hose. 

W e would  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  deluge 
set. 
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We  would  recommend  a small  building  be  erected  at 
Briggs  Corner  for  the  use  of  Hose  Company  No.  7,  cost 
not  to  exceed  over  $300,  providing  a piece  of  land  could 
be  leased  for  the  same  without  any  expense  to  the  Town. 

We  would  recommend  the  Town  furnish  free  tele- 
phones for  the  use  of  the  Assistant  Engineers.

Gentlemen : — The  duties  of  a sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  have  been  much  more  thoroughly  performed 
than  during  the  preceding  year,  but  the  standard  of  per- 
fection which  is  desirable  has  not  yet  been  attained. 

My  experience  in  the  business  has  developed  an  in- 
crease of  labor  beyond  what  was  deemed  necessary  when 
I assumed  the  duties  of  the  position. 

In  the  performance  of  my  work  during  the  past  year 
I have  sealed  4,176  “milk  jars,”  and  in  the  seventy-three 
places  which  I have  visited  during  the  year  I have  affixed 
441  seals  to  scales,  balances  and  measures  which  I have 
inspected.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Attleborough: 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual 
report  as  Cattle  and  Milk  Inspector  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1906.  * 

I made  my  annual  inspection  of  all  the  horned  cattle 
and  swine  in  Town  in  October. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  195  stables,  where  947  cows, 
31  bulls,  126  young  cattle,  three  oxeii,  one  sheep  and  996 
swine  were  examined. 

I have  taken  extra  pains  to  find  and  quarantine  cattle 
having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis,  with  the  result 
that  67  cattle  were  condemned  and  killed  by  the  Cattle 
Bureau  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  this  year. 

There  has  been  six  horses  quarantined  under  suspi- 
cion of  having  the  disease  known  as  glanders.  Two 
were  condemned  and  killed  and  four  were  released. 

I have  quarantined  three  dogs  and  one  cow  that  had 
been  bitten  by  dogs  said  to  have  the  rabies. 

I have  inspected  and  released  272  cattle  this  year 
brought  into  Town  from  Maine,  New  Hampshire  and 
V ermont. 

I have  sold  74  milk  licenses  this  year,  which  is  seven 
more  than  I sold  last  year. 
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There  has  been  some  complaints  about  milk  this  year, 
which  is  not  strange  considering  the  large  amount 
brought  into  Attleborough.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 

for  1906 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough  : 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  1906  has  been  devoted 
principally  to  the  clearing  of  the  westerly  portion  of  the 
Park,  and  the  “Bushee”  grove  and  its  neighborhood  have 
been  cleared  up  and  greatly  improved. 

The  reclaimed  portion  of  the  Park  calls  for  more  atten- 
tion and  money  as  the  clearing  advances,  and  we  now 
find  that  a very  appreciable  part  of  our  appropriation 
goes  for  this  work. 

The  Casino  will  require  painting,  the  coming  season, 
and  we  trust  that  the  Town  will  allow  a special  appro- 
priation for  this  work,  as  to  take  it  from  the  regular  ap- 
propriation would  reduce  the  work  of  clearing  mate- 
rially. 

We  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  desirability 
of  adding  to  the  area  of  the  Park.  There  is  fine  and 
picturesque  land  adjoining  it  which  would  contribute 
vastly  to  its  beauty,  if  obtained,  and  at  the  present  time 
its  money  value  is  not  great.  If  we  are  to  have  a Park 
at  all  we  want  it  in  keeping  with  the  size  of  the  Town. 
In  a few  years  land  all  about  the  Park  will  be  expensive, 
and  we  recommend  that  early  steps  be  taken  to  acquire 
some  of  it  while  it  is  cheap. 
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The  Park  appropriation  has  been  disbursed  as  follows :

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  submit  the  following  as  a 
report  of  the  work  done  on  the  highways  during  the 
past  year. 

After  receiving  my  appointment  as  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  the  first  thing  taken  into  consideration  was : 
How  to  perform  the  work  in  the  best  and  most  econ- 
omical manner. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  matter  I proceeded  to 
appoint  my  assistants,  who  are  the  same  men  that  served 
in  that  capacity  during  the  previous  year,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Walter  Follett,  who  succeeded  Oscar  Thayer 
as  division  superintendent  of  the  eastern  section.  We  now 
found  it  necessary  to  purchase  two  more  horses,  as  there 
Was  a large  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  This  makes  a 
total  of  six  excellent  horses  in  the  service  of  the  high- 
way department.  As  our  space  at  the  Town  barn  was 
restricted  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  erect  a large  shed, 
therefore  a building  sixty  feet  long  and  twenty-six  feet 
wide  was  erected,  this  structure  affording  ample  room 
for  two  new  watering  carts  and  other  vehicles  and  tools 
which  heretofore  were  housed  in  buildings  not  owned 
by  the  Town. 

At  present  the  stone  crusher  is  in  good  condition. 
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The  cost  of  repairs  on  the  crusher  and  the  steam  roller 
during  the  past  year  have  been  unusually  large  as  they 
are  getting  old  and  worn,  and  about  double  the  amount 
of  work  has  been  required  of  them  as  that  of  any  year 
previous  to  this  time.  After  conferring  with  a repre- 
sentative of  the  Good  Roads  Machinery  Company  we 
decided  that  with  further  repairs  the  roller  would  be 
serviceable  for  one  or  perhaps  two  more  years 

The  largest  piece  of  work  performed  in  the  north  divi- 
sion was  the  graveling  of  a section  of  Pleasant  street. 
This  street  was  worked  to  grade  from  Algers  Corner  to 
Parmenters  Corner,  a distance  of  3,517  feet.  The  steam 
roller  was  used  in  finishing  up  this  street,  thus  making 
a hard,  smooth  surface.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 

Park  street  was  also  graveled  for  a distance  of  1,950 
feet  and  was  finished  with  the  steam  roller.  One 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  cubic  yards  of  gravel 
was  used  on  this  street. 

Peck  street  was  graveled  from  Perrin  street  to  Hope 
street  and  the  grade  at  the  railroad  crossing  raised 
eighteen  inches,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  build  six 
new  catch  basins  and  to  lay  320  feet  of  Akron  pipe. 

Benefit  and  Holden  streets  have  been  repaired.  To 
complete  the  work  on  these  streets  it  was  necssary  to 
use  138  loads  of  gravel. 

Handy  street  has  been  improved  between  the  residence 
of  Solomon  Perry  and  Park  street.  This  street  has  been 
graveled  660  linear  feet. 

The  number  of  loads  of  gravel  used  in  the  north  divi- 
sion under  general  appropriation  are  9,990. 

The  number  of  loads  of'  other  material  used  in  this 
division  are  2,360. 

The  largest  and  most  expensive  piece  of  macadamized 
road  constructed  during  the  year  was  done  on  Park 
street,  east  of  the  tracks  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R. 
Co.  The  grade  of  this  street  was  changed  to  conform 
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with  the  grade  established  by  the  Abolition  of  Grade 
Crossings.  We  then  found  it  necessary  to  move  the 
drinking  fountain,  also  the  curbing  and  stand  pipe.  This 
street  was  macadamized  to  the  extent  of  43,750  square 
feet,  and  in  order  to  complete  the  job  it  was  necessary 
to  use  1,494  tons  of  crushed  stone. 

A large  amount  of  work  has  been  performed  on  Forest 
street.  As  the  land  is  naturally  wet  we  found  it  neces- 
sary to  remove  940  cubic  yards  of  poor  material  and  re- 
place the  same  with  coarse  gravel,  after  which  a coating 
of  crushed  stone  was  used  for  surfacing.  The  curbing 
on  both  sides  of  this  street  was  reset  and  the  gutters 
were  repaved.  This  street  has  been  improved  for  the 
distance  of  540  linear  feet. 

Emory  street  has  been  improved  from  Morey  street  to 
Brook  street,  a distance  of  750  feet. 

Perrin  street  was  also  macadamized  from  Dean  street 
to  Peck  street,  a distance  of  375  feet. 

Pleasant  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of 
950  feet. 

Railroad  avenue  has  been  macadamized'  for  a distance 
of  550  feet. 

North  Main  street  has  been  macadamized  for  a dis- 
tance of  900  feet. 

The  total  number  of  loads  of  stone  used  in  macadam- 
izing these  streets  was  4,831. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain  has  been  cleaned  from  Park 
street  to  Maple  street.  I would  recommend  that  there 
be  an  appropriation  made  to  continue  the  work  of  cover- 
ing the  drain,  also  a thorough  cleaning  out  of  the  same. 

Street  Cleaning. 

The  work  in  this  department  is  continued  under  the 
direction  of  Charles  Claflin.  The  work  this  year  was  so 
extensive  it  was  necessary  to  add  to  the  regular  gang  of 
men  by  employing  two  extra  men  and  one  more  team, 
making  a total  of  six  men  and  two  teams  employed  in 
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this  department.  The  work  was  as  follows:

East  Division. 

The  streets  in  this  division  have  been  thoroughly 
scraped  and  generally  repaired.  The  largest  piece  of 
work  performed  in  this  district  was  on  Wilmarth  street. 
This  street  received  a coat  of  gravel  eight  inches  in 
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depth  from  a point  about  ioo  yards  east  of  Park  street 
to  Coombs  hill,  a distance  cf  one  and  one-quarter  miles. 
Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty  loads  of  gravel 
were  used  on  this  street  and  the  same  was  given  to  the 
Town  by  Mr.  Lewis  Goff. 


West  Division. 

Under  the  direction  of  Robert  W.  Sharkey  the  work 
was  performed  as  follows : 

North  avenue  was  graveled  for  a distance  of  1170 
feet. 

West  street  was  graveled  for  a distance  of  1070  feet. 

Dennis  street  was  cut  to  a sub  grade  for  a distance 
of  900  feet. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-nine  loads  of 
gravel  were  used  in  this  division. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  loads  of  stone,  loam 
and  gutter  dirt  were  also  used  in  this  division. 

One  stone  drain  was  rebuilt  on  West  street. 

The  brush  has  been  cut  from  the  sides  of  all  the  streets 
in  this  section. 

The  streets  in  this  section  have  been  crowned  with  a 
road  machine  and  are  in  very  good  condition. 


South  Division. 

Under  the  direction  of  Henry  A.  Lord  the  streets  were 
scraped  in  the  early  part  of  the  season  and  generT  repairs 
done  on  County  and  Locust  streets. 

Read  street  has  been  graveled  for  a distance  of  450 
feet  on  a sandy  hill  where  the  grade  was  5%,  thus  im- 
proving the  street  materially. 

Oak  Hill  avenue  has  been  graveled  for  a distance  of 
3.685  feet  and  a section  of  the  street  has  been  rolled, 
with  the  steam  roller,  thereby  giving  satisfaction. 
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The  sidewalk  leading  from  Hebronville  to  Dodgeville 
has  been  repaired  for  a distance  of  2,685  feet. 

South  Main  street  was  repaired  with  crushed  stone, 
filling  all  depressions.  One  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
tons  of  crushed  stone  were  used  on  this  street.

The  board  fence  on  Hebron  hill  has  been  repaired  at 
the  expense  of  $62.00,  also  a large  amount  of  brush  has 
been  cut  from  the  sides  of  the  road  in  this  section. 

Southwest  Division.  « 

The  streets  in  this  section  of  the  Town  are  still  under 
the  supervision  of  George  W.  Allen,  who  performed  his 
duties  as  follows : 

All  roads  were  scraped  and  stone  removed  from  the 
same.  Repaired  the  fence  and  hill  on  West  Carpenter 
street,  in  St.  Jean  the  Baptist  village,  depositing  thereon 
93  loads  of  gravel. 

Brown  street  was  graveled  from  Robinson  avenue  to 
the  foot  of  the  hill,  a distance  of  one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred feet.  Four  hundred  and  eighty-four  loads  of  gravel 
were  used  on  this  street. 

The  largest  amount  of  work  was  performed  on  New- 
port avenue.  The  street  wlas  brought  to  grade  and  a 
coat  of  good  gravel  was  put  on  for  a distance  of  one  and 
one-quarter  miles,  from  Orr’s  Corner  to  Washington 
street,  after  which  the  same  was  made  firm  by  the  use  of 
a steam  roller. 

The  sidewalk  was  repaired  from  the  cemetery  to  Bar- 
rows  Tavern. 

The  steam  roller  was  also  used  on  West  street,  Men- 
don  road,  Highland  avenue  and  Robinson  avenue. 

A culvert  on  Mendon  avenue  was  rebuilt  and  five 
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stand  pipes  were  paved  around.  One  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  forty  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  Newport 
avenue,  also  468  loads  of  ashes. 


Mendon  Avenue. 

Under  a special  appropriation  this  street  has  been 
worked  to  grade  from  Washington  street  to  Turner 
street.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty  loads  of  poor  material 
were  removed  from  the  northern  end  of  the  street  and 
used  on  the  southern  end  of  the  same.  Seven  hundred 
and  thirty  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 


Turner  Street. 

Under  a special  appropriation  a large  amount  of  work 
was  performed  on  this  street.  This  street  was  straight- 
ened and  a new  drain  built  of  18-inch  Akron  pipe.  A 
number  of  large  trees  were  removed  and  the  grade  was 
made  easier  on  the  south  side.  The  street  was  brought 
to  grade  for  three-quarters  of  a mile,  or  from  the  Rhode 
Island  line  to  the  McManus  bridge.  Three  thousand  six 
hundred  and  sixty  loads  of  material  were  used  on  this 
street. 

Richardson  Avenue. 

This  street  has  been  improved  for  the  distance  of  one 
mile.  The  street  was  brought  to  grade  by  using  the 
read  machine,  and  a coat  of  choice  gravel  was  placed  the 
entire  length  of  the  street.  The  total  number  of  loads 
of  gravel  yised  on  this  street  was  1,140.  The  material 
was  taken  from  Mathewson’s  bank  on  Linsey  street. 
There  was  no  good  gravel  in  the  vicinity  of  the  street, 
and  good  results  were  made  possible  through  the  kind- 
ness of  Crawford  Thurber,  who  allowed  the  gravel  to  be 
carted  across  his  land. 
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Hayward  Street. 


An  appropriation  of  $400.00  was  made  for  the  im- 
provement of  this  street.  As  there  was  no  curbing  on 
the  north  side  of  this  street  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
use  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  curbing  and 
paving  gutters,  thereby  making  a good  sidewalk.

The  street  has  been  graveled  for  a distance  of  200  feet, 
but  has  not  been  brought  to  grade. 


Cliff  Street. 


An  appropriation  of  $100.00  was  made  for  this  street 
and  it  was  considered  advisable  to  expend  the  amount 
on  curbing  and  paving  gutters  on  the  east  side  of  the 
street.  In  this  manner  we  provided  a course  for  the 
water,  which  otherwise  would  be  liable  to  cause  wash- 
outs during  severe  storms,  as  the  grade  of  this  street  and 
Hayward  street  is  about  3 %.  This  street  was  curbed 
and  gutters  paved  to  the  extent  of  375  feet. 


George  Street. 

An  appropriation  of  $500.00  was  expended  on  this 
street  in  the  following  manner : 

The  street  was  brought  to  grade  by  cutting  down  the 
northern  end  and  using  the  same  to  fill  in  the  depres- 
sions in  the  street.  The  street  was  brought  to  grade 
from  Park  street  to  a bridge  on  the  above  street,  a dis- 
tance of  600  feet.  Eight  hundred  and  ninety  loads  of 
gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 
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John  Street. 

This  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  for  a distance  of 
1,000  feet.  The  material  used  on  this  street  was  taken 
from  a bank  on  North  avenue  that  is  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  best  gravel  banks  in  our  Town.  Our  plan 
of  completing  the  work  on  this  street  is  to  allow  the 
gravel  to  settle  during'  the  winter  months,  after  which 
we  would  use  the  road  machine  and  steam  roller,  making 
a hard,  smooth  surface.  In  building  this  street  we  used 
702  loads  of  gravel. 


Hodges  Street. 

This  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  Elizabeth 
street  to  a point  about  300  feet  south  of  John  street  on 
the  western  side.  Three  hundred  dollars  was  appro- 
priated for  this  street  and  544  loads  of  gravel  were  used 
in  completing  the  work. 

Wall  Street. 

This  street  is  now  completed.  It  was  necessary  to 
raise  the  wall  three  feet,  after  which  the  street  was  raised 
to  a sub-grade,  the  sidewalks  curbed  and  the  gutters 
paved.  The  street  was  also  macadamized.  The  banks 
on  the  north  side  of  the  street  were  loamed  and  seeded, 
also  the  banks  on  the  southern  side  of  the  street  were 
loamed  and  seeded.  Four  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  fence 
were  built  along  the  street.

At  a special  Town  meeting  an  appropriation  of 
$1,500.00  was  made  to  put  the  Speedway  in  a more  elas- 
tic condition,  thus  allowing  horses  with  tender  feet  to 
travel  with  greater  ease. 

The  street  was  ploughed  and  about  200  tons  of  stone 
was  taken  from  the  surface  and  deposited  at  the  crusher. 
It  was  then  harrowed  and  a five-inch  depth  of  subsoil 
placed  thereon,  after  which  a one-inch  depth  of  screened 
gravel  was  placed  on  the  surface,  thus  completing  the 
Speedway. 


Peck  Street. 

The  work  of  extending  this  street  from  Holden  street 
to  Pleasant  street  was  performed  in  the  following  man- 
ner: An  arch  was  built  under  the  tracks  belonging  to  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  Company,  allowing  12  feet  from 
the  street  to  the  top  of  the  arch.  Retaining  walls  were 
built  on  both  sides  of  the  streets  east  of  the  railroad 
tracks.  Quincy  granite  was  the  material  used  in  erect- 
ing the  retaining  walls.  On  the  western  side  of  the  rail- 
road a retaining  wall  was  built  next  to  the  Bliss  prop- 
erty. The  sidewalks  were  curbed,  gutters  paved,  and 
250  yards  of  concreting  was  done.  The  part  of  the  street 
under  the  arch  was  filled  with  field  stone  for  a depth  of 
two  and  one-half  feet  to  allow  the  water  free  access  to 
drain.  This  street  was  also  macadamized.  The  question 
of  drainage,  which  was  successfully  solved,  was  as  fol- 
lows : A drain  was  built  under  the  sidewalk  beneath  the 
arch  and  was  covered  with  flagstone.  These  drains  were 
connected  with  the  main  sewer  at'  the  Pleasant  street 
bridge  by  means  of  an  18-inch  Akron  pipe.  The  grade 
was  very  slight,  making  it  a very  particular  job.  The 
work  of  laying  the  drain  pipe  was  done  by  men  employed 
by  the  water  department,  thereby  saving  the  Town 
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$800.00,  which  was  the  difference  between  the  lowest 
bid,  which  was  $2.50  per  foot,  and  the  cost  of  the  work. 
There  are  three  manholes  and  three  catch  basins  con- 
nected with  the  drain.  The  banks  on  the  west  side  of 
the  railroad  were  sloped  and  a coating  of  loam  six  inches 
in  depth  was  put  on. 

Park  Avenue  Drain. 

The  work  of  building  and  covering  the  drain  between 
Pine  street  and  Thacher  Brook  drain  was  commenced  in 
1905  and  is  now  completed.  The  work  was  performed  in 
the  following  manner : The  sides  and  top  of  the  drain 

were  constructed  of  chestnut  plank  three  inches  in  thick- 
ness and  covered  with  gravel  12  inches  deep  for  a dis- 
tance of  1,090  feet.  There  was  also  one  large  catch  basin 
built  to  conduct  the  water  from  Park  avenue  to  the 
drain. 

Pleasant  Street  Drain. 

An  appropriation  of  $350.00  was  appropriated  to  drain 
a part  of  Pleasant  street.  The  work  was  performed  in 
the  following  manner:  Commencing  with 'Starkey  ave- 
nue a 12-inch  Akron  pipe  was  laid  for  a distance  of  885 
feet,  conveying  the  surface  water  to  a pond  owned  by 
Charles  Knight.  Three  catch  basins  and  one  manhole 
were  built  to  conduct  the  water  from  the  gutter  to  the 
drain  pipe. 

Street  Sprinkling  Department. 

During  the  past  season  we  used  six  watering  carts  to 
perform  the  work  of  sprinkling  the  streets.  The  d:s- 
tance  of  each  route  -was  measured.  They  were  as  fol- 
lows : 

Southern  route,  in  charge  of  Daniel  Callahan.  .3  1-5  miles 
Western  route,  in  charge  of  T.  E.  Perrin.  . . .3  1-5  miles 
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Eastern  route,  in  charge  of  A.  W.  Parmenter.  .3%  miles 
Central  route,  in  charge  of  R.  D.  Manchester.  .3%  miles 
Northern  route,  in  charge  of  W.  C.  Goff.  . . .3  5-8  miles 
So.  Attleborough  route,  in  charge  of  F.  E.  Shaw. 3%  miles 

This  makes  a total  of  20^4  miles.  We  also  have  an 
extra  sprinkling  cart,  which  was  purchased  this  year. 
With  an  additional  appropriation  of  $600.00  the  streets 
could  be  sprinkled  from  Thacher’s  Brook,  on  South  Main 
street,  where  we  now  leave  off,  to  the  Seekonk  line. 


Bridges  and  Culverts  and  Drains. 

The  repairs  on  bridges  have  been  comparatively  small 
this  year.  Mechanics  street  bridge  has  been  re-covered 
with  three-inch  spruce  plank.  Bank  street  bridge  has 
been  repaired,  and  next  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
extensive  repairs  on  this  bridge.  County  street  bridge 
will  also  need  repairing  next  year.  On  account  of  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings  we  have  six  wooden  bridges 
ever  the  tracks  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  Co.,  with 
an  area  of  20,000  square  feet,  which  the  Town  must  care 
for.  It  will  be  necessary  to  cover  these  bridges  once  in 
three  or  four  years  at  a cost  of  about  $1,500.00.  There 
will  also  be  manholes  and  catch  basins  to  care  for,  as 
there  has  been  22  new  catch  basins  and  manholes  built 
during  the  year  and  about  6,000  feet  of  sewer  pipe  laid. 
The  old  catch  basins,  numbering  83,  have  been  cleaned, 
the  work  being  performed  by  Frank  Dickinson.

Annual  Report  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  beg  leave  to  make  this 
their  annual  report. 

As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  annual  Town  election 
of  1906  the  Board  met  and  organized  by  the  choice  of 
Joseph  V.  Curran,  Chairman;  Benjamin  P.  King,  Clerk, 
and  George  M.  Gustin,  Visitor,  and  immediately  took  up 
the  work. 

The  business  of  the  department  has  proceeded  in 
its  usual  way  and  peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed 
throughout  the  year. 

Every  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  serve  the  Town  in 
its  best  interests,  and  we  feel  that  much  has  been  ac- 
complished. 

Realizing  that  the  needs  of  the  department,  as  pre- 
sented by  the  reports  of  1905,  the  Town,  at  its  annual 
Town  meeting,  raised  the  appropriation  to  seven 
thousand  dollars  ($7,000.00)  general,  and  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500.00)  for  medical  attendance. 

We  have  endeavored  to  be  just  and  fair  in  all  our  deal- 
ings with  those  who  have  applied  for  relief,  believing 
that  it  is  better  to  be  deceived  sometimes  rather  than 
that  a needy  and  worthy  person  should  suffer.  Our  new 
Visitor  has  applied  himself  diligently  to  his  work  and 
has  accomplished  much  during  the  year.  You  will  see 
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by  the  financial  statement  that  we  have  exceeded  our 
appropriation  $922.2.5.  This  was  largely  due  by  having 
at  the  last  moment  several  unexpected  bills  from  two  or 
three  sources,  hospital  bills  and  others  handed  in  that 
we  had  not  figured  on,  which  amounted  to  about  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00),  and  also  not  receiving  a re- 
turn of  our  credits  from  several  towns  and  cities, 
amounting  to  more  than,  or  about,  three  hundred  dollars 
(300.00),  owing  to  our  being  unable  to  present  those  bills 
on  time,  which  will,  of  course,  come  into  the  account  of 
1907. 

We  feel  that  we  are  making  a steady  gain  at  the  Farm, 
and  the  prospects  are,  if  the  present  policy  is  carried  on, 
that  the  Farm  will  in  the  future  do  much  to  help  itself 
in  the  way  of  support.  Our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Nelson 
Hager,  is  a hard  worker,  and  keeps  well  in  mind  the  in- 
terests that  he  is  serving.  There  have  been  21  different 
persons  cared  for  at  the  Farm  this  year,  making  an 
average  of  seven  and  two-thirds.  There  are  at  present 
seven  inmates.  The  total  number  receiving  aid  from  the 
department  this  year  is  113.  A list  of  those  aided  you 
will  find  with  this  report.  We  recommend  the  same  ap- 
propriation as  last  year,  seven  thousand  dollars 
($7,000.00)  general,  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00) 
medical  attendance. 

In  order  to  properly  preserve  the  buildings  at  the 
Farm  it  will  be  necessary  to  shingle  the  barn  and  one 
roof  of  the  house  (old  part)  and  paint  all  the  buildings, 
and  some  of  the  flooring  in  the  old  part  of  the  house  re- 
laid.  We  do  not  feel  like  doing  this  out  of  our  regular 
appropriation,  and  we  therefore  ask  for  a special  ap- 
propriation of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  that 
purpose.  We  have  estimated  the  probable  cost  as  well 
as  we  can  and  we  think  that  that  sum  will  do  the  work.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1906. 

The  Board  continued  the  same  organization  as  that  of 
1905,  with  the  exception  that  Dr.  W.  O.  Hewitt  was  ap- 
pointed Registrar  of  Deaths  and  Burials. 

Over  25  sessions  have  been  held  during  the  year,  and 
several  excursions  to  the  various  parts  of  the  Town, 
inspecting  and  abating  nuisances. 

During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  there  was  a wide- 
spread epidemic  of  measles,  24  cases  being  reported. 
Although  these  cases  seriously  interfered  with  the 
schools,  there  were  no  fatalities.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
12  cases  of  diphtheria,  the  lack  of  mortality  among  the 
latter  being  due  in  all  probability  to  the  more  scientific 
treatment  of  these  cases  by  anti-toxine.  There  were  also 
no  fatal  cases  among  the  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 
Typhoid  fever  claimed  two  cases  and  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  one. 

Every  house  in  which  scarlet  fever  , diphtheria  or  cere- 
bro-spinal  meningitis  occurred  was  carefully  fumigated 
and  there  has  been  no  return  of  the  disease  in  any  house 
so  fumigated. 

During  the  year  there  were  172  deaths,  85  males  and 
'87  females,  five  less  than  the  preceding  year. 
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Glancing  at  the  table  of  deaths  and  their  causes  we 
find  that  there  were  54  deaths  among  children  under  10 
years  of  age,  that  is,  more  than  one-third  of  the  deaths 
were  among  little  children ; 21  of  these  were  due  to  intes- 
tinal diseases  and  malnutrition.  Consumption  or  tuber- 
culosis claimed  14,  pneumonia  15,  cancer  12,  nephritis  11, 
heart  disease  17.  The  intestinal  diseases  of  children  and 
tuberculosis  are  more  or  less  preventable,  being  due  to 
specific  organisms  which  can  be,  with  proper  care,  ex- 
cluded from  the  system.  For  instance,  if  the  milk  fed  to 
the  54  children  under  10  years  of  age  had  been  perfectly 
pure  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that  more  than  one- 
half  of  these  might  have  been  saved.  We  have  an  in- 
pector  of  meat,  an  inspector  of  cattle,  but  no  inspector  of 
milk,  which  is  of  greater  importance  than  either  of  the 
others.  Attleborough  should  have  every  hygienic  aid 
that  any  city  has,  and  its  milk  should  be  scientifically 
tested  so  that  its  purity  may  be  assured. 

The  following  remarks  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  before  a class  at  Harvard  College, 
a few  days  ago,  are  pertinent : 

“In  a cubic  centimeter  of  milk  as  many  as  2,500,000,000 
bacteria  have  been  found,  or  one  hundred  and  some  odd 
millions  to  the  teaspoonful.  The  persons  injured  by  this 
sort  of  milk  are  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  A large 
proportion  of  infants  die  before  they  attain  the  age  of 
from  three  to  six  months.  The  deaths  are  distributed 
according  to  season,  the  highest  infant  mortality  from 
diarrhoea  occurring  in  July.  Less  than  10  per  cent,  of 
the  infants  who  die  from  diarrhoea  are  naturally  fed  and 
more  than  90  per  cent,  of  them  are  fed  from  the  bottle  on 
“dirty  cow’s”  milk.  For  cow’s  milk  differs  very  much 
“dirty  cow’s’’  milk.  For  cow’s  milk  differs  very  much  from 
infants  is  so  great  in  Summer  for  the  reason  that,  favored 
by  warmth,  the  bacteria  then  multiply  with  extraordinary 
rapidity.  When  you  receive  milk  it  is  anywhere  from 
24  to  72  hours  old.  By  that  time  the  bacteria  in  it  have 
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had  a chance  to  multiuly  and  multiply  and  multiply.  The 
milk  should  be  cooled  at  once  on  being  received  at  least 
to  45  degrees,  and  kept  there.  The  whole  trouble  is  dirti- 
ness, due  to  dirty  methods  of  handling  and  storing;  due 
‘also  to  insufficient  cooling  of  milk.  Why  is  this?  It  is 
because  the  public  does  not  care.  If  the  public  would 
insist  on  clean  milk  and  would  pay  for  clean  milk  40  per 
cent,  of  our  infant  mortality  would  be  avoided.” 

The  mortality  from  consumption  might  have  been  less 
if  proper  care  had  been  taken  for  the  prevention  of  this 
disease,  for  at  this  date  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  can 
be  prevented.  Organized  effort  is  being  made  in  the 
various  States  to  this  end,  and  Massachusetts  is  in  the 
van,  and  of  .the  towns  Attleborough  should  not  be  be- 
hind. The  proper  method  to  be  employed  is  to  bring 
the  subject  constantly  before  the  public.  This  your 
Board  is  endeavoring  to  accomplish  by  distributing  ap- 
propriate literature  where  it  will,  in  their  opinion,  do 
the  most  good.  Every  case  of  tuberculosis  reported  to 
the  Board  receives  a circular  containing  information  as 
to  how  the  disease  should  be  cared  for,  and  hereafter, 
where  there  is  a disease  from  this  disease,  the  premises 
will  be  fumigated.  The  State  gratuitously  examines  the 
sputum  of  all  suspected  cases.  But  in  order  that  the  most 
good  can  be  done  it  is  necessary  that  the  physicians 
should  report  each  case.  Inspection  of  the  tables  will 
show  that  this  has  not  been  done  in  the  past  year,  there 
having  been  14  deaths  and  only  five  cases  reported. 

The  physicians  of  the  Town  and  vicinity  are  in- 
structed that  last  year  a law  was  passed  by  the  General 
Court  making  it  obligatory  for  them  to  report  all  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  measles,  whooping  cough,  tonsilitis  and 
all  infectious  diseases. 

There  were  but  four  deaths  from  contagious  diseases, 
two  from  whooping  cough  and  two  from  typhoid  fever. 
The  number  of  typhoid  cases  varies  from  year  to  year, 
but  for  some  reason  it  hangs  about  us.  Efforts  have 
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been  made  to  discover  the  cause,  but  without  success. 
This  disease  is  supposed  to  be  due  either  to  water  or 
milk  introduced  into  the  system.  Our  water  is  exam- 
ined every  month  and  is  uncontaminated,  and  up  to  the 
present  date  no  case  has  been  traced  to  our  milk  supply. 
The  necessity  of  a local  chemical  laboratory  becomes 
more  and  more  manifest.  At  the  present  time  we  have 
to  wait  from  48  to  56  hours  before  our  diagnosis  of  diph- 
theria, tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever  can  be  confirmed. 
Much  time  would  be  saved  if  the  several  tests  could  be 
made  at  home. 

At  the  annual  Town  meeting  the  matter  of  the  collec- 
tion of  garbage  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board. 
Thirty  licenses  were  granted  to  as  many  individuals,  with 
the  understanding  that  they  were  to  keep  their  vehicles 
clean  and  have  their  number  upon  each  wagon.  Most  of 
them  have  complied  with  the  law  and  the  garbage  ques- 
tion is  almost  settled  for  the  present,  but  not  entirely  so, 
as  one  or  two  of  the  collectors  persistently  violate  the 
regulations  even  after  being  warned.  In  the  future  they 
will  be  made  to  abide  by  the  law  or  will  be  deprived  of 
their  licenses.  These  licenses  run  only  until  the  fisrt  of 
May,  and  those  individuals  who  have  not  lived  up  to  their 
contract  will  be  apt  to  have  their  application  for  a re- 
newal of  the  license  refused. 

At  the  same  Town  meeting  a sum  of  money  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  rent- 
ing suitable  localities  for  the  deposition  of  sewage.  It 
was  not  necessary  to  use  this  money,  as  private  individ- 
uals were  willing  to  have  this  material  deposited  upon 
their  premises,  all  of'  which  were  located  over  a mile 
from  the  center  of  the  Town.  A long  way  to  draw  this 
material  and  an  expensive . operation  for  the  owners 
of  property,  but  it  was  the  best  that  could  be  done  under 
the  circumstances.  To  say  the  least,  it  is  unsatisfactory. 

Attleborough  has  grown  so  rapidly  of  late  years  that 
it  is  possible  to  dispose  of  the  sewage  in  but  one  way, 
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and  that  is  by  an  up-to-date  sewage  system.  If  the  Town 
does  not  take  hold  of  this  problem  soon  the  State  Board 
of  Health  will  oblige  it  to  do  so.  It  most  certainly  is 
the  most  important  problem  facing  the  Town  to-day. 

The  idea  that  two  firms  can  draw  all  the  sewage  of 
the  Town  a mile  in  one  year  is  absurd,  but  that  is  what 
we  are  trying  to  do.  It  cannot  be  done  except  in  one 
way,  and  tha  tis  to  give  a contract  to  some  one  to  collect 
and  dispose  of  this  material,  compelling  him  to  be  prop- 
erly equipped  and  see  that  he  lives  up  to  his  contract. 
But  this  will  have  to  be  paid  for,  and  it  is  a question 
whether  it  will  not  amount  to  more  than  the  interest  on 
a first-class  sewage  plant  would. 

On  April  7 a petition  was  received  from  Corey  & 
Carnes  for  license  to  slaughter  cattle,  etc.  This  petition 
was  refused  because  the  Board  was  not  satisfied  with 
the  manner  in  which  the  establishment  had  been  con- 
ducted in  the  past.  Later  a license  was  granted  to  Wil- 
liam Carnes,  and  at  the  same  time  Caleb  E.  Parmenter 
was  appointed  Inspector  of  Meat,  by  which  he  is  re- 
quired to  be  present  every  time  any  animal  is  killed  and 
to  inspect  the  meat,  which,  if  diseased,  is  condemned 
and  destroyed.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  nc 
diseased  meat  is  distributed  from  this  quarter. 

On  July  9 a case  of  hydrophobia  was  reported  to  the 
Board,  which  died  on  the  10th.  The  Board  advised  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  restrain  the  dogs  of  the  Town 
for  a period  of  90  days.  This  advice  was  followed  by  the 
Selectmen  and  a period  of  quiet  prevailed  over  the  land. 
During  the  past  few  weeks  several  persons,  especially 
children,  have  been  bitten  by  strange  dogs,  and  two  chil- 
dren have  been  sent  to  the  hospital  for  treatment  at  the 
expense  of  the  Town.  The  Selectmen  were  again  advised 
by  the  Board  to  restrain  the  dogs,  but  for  some  unknown 
reason  they  have  refused  to  do  so.  The  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  more  than 
a pound  of  cure,  and  it  cannot  understand  why  it  was 
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wise  to  restrain  the  dogs  at  one  time  and  not  now, 
when  reports  are  coming  from  all  over  the  State  of  the 
ravages  done  by  these  animals. 

There  was  one  case  of  suspected  smallpox  during  the 
year.  The  Board  was  unable  to  determine  whether  it 
was  a true  case  of  the  disease  or  not,  so  two  experts 
of  the  State  Board  were  called  in  consultation.  As  they 
were  unable  to  decide  the  question  all  the  inmates  of  the 
house  were  vaccinated  and  the  family  kept  under  close 
surveillance  until  all  danger  had  passed. 

The  plumbing  regulations  have  been  working  smooth- 
ly during  the  year,  there  having  been  but  one  violation. 

The  Board  last  year  recommended  that  a sanitary  be 
erected  somewhere  in  the  center  of  the  Town.  It  is  still 
of  the  opinion  that  this  should  be  done,  as  it  is  a neces- 
sity.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library 


The  report  of  the  Librarian  submitted  herewith  shows 
in  detail  the  work  performed  and  the  results  accom- 
plished in  the  department  under  our  supervision. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  the  Trustees,  as  it  must  be  to 
the  citizens,  that  the  public  appreciates  and  uses  so  freely 
the  library  as  now  conducted.  The  modern  library,  so- 
changed  from  the  old  institution  that  simply  contained 
“story  books”  circulated  for  the  amusement  and  enter- 
tainment of  its  patrons,  is  now  an  extremely  important 
educational  department  of  the  Town,  and  while  much 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  the  opportunities  for 
better  service  that  will  be  afforded  in  the  new  building 
now  approaching  completion,  fills  us  with  great  en- 
thusiasm. 

Much  of  the  thought  and  energy  of  the  Trustees  during 
the  past  year  has  been  expended  upon  the  construction 
of  the  new  library  building.  As  the  work  progressed,, 
changes  designed  to  beautify  it  and  make  it  more  ser- 
viceable were  adopted.  These  changes,  combined  with 
the  difficulty  of  getting  structural  parts  from  busy  con- 
tractors, have  caused  delays  which  were  unavoidable. 

But  results  have  been  accomplished  to  an  extent  suffi- 
cient to  demonstrate  that  when  completed  the  building 
will  be  not  only  wonderfully  adapted  to  secure  comfort 
and  convenience  to  the  users  of  the  Library,  but  because 
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of  its  beauty  and  artistic  merits  it  will  be  a source  of 
pride  and  joy  to  every  inhabitant  of  the  Town. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  theirs  has  been  indeed  a high 
privilege  to  be  so  intimately  connected  with  the  con- 
struction of  this  noble  building. 

This  report  would  be  far  from  complete  did  the 
Trustees  fail  to  record  and  testify  their  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  furnished  by  the  Ladies4  Library  Aid 
Association,  which  made  possible  the  substitution  of 
beautiful  marble  columns  and  walls  for  the  simpler  ma- 
terial in  the  original  design. 

In  the  midst  of  this  high  service,  the  hearts  of  all  were 
saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Louis  J.  Lamb,  a 
Trustee  of  the  Library  for  many  years. 

Such  high  character,  such  noble,  unselfish  purposes  as 
he  possessed  are  seldom  met  with,  and  his  associates  on 
the  Board  were  deeply  grieved  by  their  loss.  The  follow- 
ing testimonial  as  to  his  worth  was  placed  upon  the 
records  of  the  transactions  of  the  Trustees. 

In  the  passing  of  their  honored  associate,  Louis  J. 
Lamb,  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleborough  Public  Library 
feel  that  that  institution  has  sustained  a serious  and  irre- 
parable loss.  Library  work  with  its  appeal  to  one’s 
humanity,  its  leveling  and  broadening  influences,  was 
particularly  adapted  to  one  of  Mr.  Lamb’s  rare  nature, 
in  which  high  ideals,  keen  insight,  wise  judgment  and 
kindly  sympathy  were  conspicuous  qualities.  Opportu- 
nity for  loving  service  such  as  this  work  offers,  found 
him  always  ready,  sparing  neither  head,  heart  nor  hand. 

While  placing  on  record  the  sad  fact  of  the  loss  to  the 
Library  of  a devoted  and  zealous  officer,  the  Board 
would  also  express  its  sense  of  personal  bereavement. 
As  individuals  its  members  feel  that  a beloved  comrade, 
friend  and  counsellor  has  been  taken  from  them. 

The  inspiration  and  lesson  of  his  life  of  unselfish,  gen- 
erous devotion  remains,  however,  a cherished  memory, 
to  which  we  can  pay  no  higher  tribute,  than  in  pursuing 
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with  cheerful  vigor  the  work  he  deemed  so  worthy  of 
his  best  efforts. 

The  financial  report  will  be  found  appended  to  this, 
as  well  as  a report  of  the  amount  paid  to  the  Town 
Treasurer,  and  the  expenditures  of  the  Library  Building 
Fund. 

The  Board  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  for 
the  support  of  the  Library  for  the  ensuing  year.

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To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Attle- 
borough Free  Public  Library  of  Attleborough, 
Massachusetts : 

I have  the'  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the 
Attleborough  Free  Public  Library  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1906. 

This  is  the  season  of  the  year  when  naturally  one 
takes  a look  backward  as  well  as  forward,  for  the  pur- 
pose, not  of  grieving  over  failures;  but  to  gain  courage 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  present  year. 

Larger  demands  are  made  each  year  on  the  Library 
and  its  staff,  and  if  the  final  summing  up  does  not  prove 
as  satisfactory  as  could  be  wished,  it  does  not  cause  dis- 
couragement, but  rather  creates  an  incentive  for  more 
thorough  and  conscientious  work. 

The  circulation  of  books  among  the  foreign  population, 
French  and  Italian,  has  been  a most  interesting  work. 
About  forty  books  printed  in  the  French  language  were 
purchased  last  May.  Printed  lists  of  these  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  French  people  and  they  became  bor- 
rowers. 

Some  Italians,  desirous  of  learning  English,  have 
asksd  for  books  suitable  for  children  in  the  first  grade  of 
school.  Literature  and  history  primers  have  been  given 
them,  and  as  they  advanced  books  for  older  children 
have  been  offered. 

The  members  of  the  various  clubs  in  Town  make 
greater  use  of  the  reference  department  than  any  other 
■one  class  of  readers.  If  members  will  notify  us  by 
messenger  or  written  word  what  subjects  they  wish  to 
cover,  all  available  material  will  be  collected  and  ar- 
ranged for  their  use  when  they  wish  to  consult  it.  Teach- 
ers may  reserve  books  for  the  use  of  their  classes,  and  if 
notification  is  sent  of  any  special  subject  of  study,  lists 
are  prepared  for  the  students. 

The  inter-library  loan  system  has  enabled  our  bor- 
rowers to  secure  books  from  the  Boston  and  Providence 
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libraries,  paying  only  express  charges,  while  we  in  turn 
have  loaned  books  to  persons  in  neighboring  towns. 
Teachers  in  the  Town  schools  may  borrow  not  more 
than  fifteen  books,  to  be  placed  in  their  schoolrooms  to 
serve  as  supplementary  reading  and  to  induce  the  read- 
ing of  better  books. 

A larger  number  of  books  have  been  withdrawn  than 
usual.  Worn  and  soiled  books  are  a menace  to  the  pub- 
lic health.  Let  me  quote  from  the  “Library  Assistant” 
for  June,  1906:  “Old  and  useless  books  must  be  dis- 

carded to  keep  a library  in  an  efficient  state.  Expense 
of  shelving  and  keeping  them  in  repair  should  be  con- 
sidered and  rigid  rules  cannot  be  laid  down  for  the  choice 
of  books  to  be  thrown  out. 

“It  is  a question  whether  it  is  not  wiser  to  spend  money 
for  new  books  rather  than  to  replace  many  of  those  dis- 
carded.” 

Complete  sets  of  the  following  standard  works  have 
been  purchased : Scott,  Shakespeare,  Cooper,  Johnson, 
Motley,  Irving,  Prescott.  Forty-three  volumes  of  biog- 
raphy have  been  purchased,  for  with  Carlyle  we  believe 
that  “man’s  sociality  of  nature  evinces  itself,  in  spite 
of  all  that  can  be  said,  with  abundant  evidence  by  this 
one  fact,  were  there  no  other  : the  unspeakable  delight  he 
takes  in  biography.”  It  is  the  “human  element,”  then, 
which  constitutes  the  essential  charm  of  biography. 

Lists  of  new  accessions  are  priinted  in  the  Attleborough 
Daily  Sun  and  Pawtucket  Times,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  editors.  These  lists  can  be  obtained  at  the  charg- 
ing desk. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  year  a “Teachers’  Reference 
Collection”  was  prepared,  including  all  books  dealing 
with  the  subjects  of  pedagogy,  natural  science  and  litera" 
ture,  and  such  text-books  as  the  Library  owns.  This 
was  arranged  and  printed  in  convenient  form  and  given 
to  the  teachers. 
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In  closing,  let  me  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  assistants  for  their  cheerful  co-opera- 
tion and  express  the  hope  that  we  may  see  the  comple- 
tion of  our  new  building  during  this  year.

Report  of  the  Inspector 
of  Wires 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Attleborough: 

Gentlemen : — I hereby  submit  the  following  report  of 
this  department  for  the  past  year.  It  would  require 
much  space  to  print  a detailed  report  of  the  various  in- 
spections made  of  both  interior  and  exterior  wiring, 
poles  and  appliances,  but  suffice  to  say  that  the  quality 
of  the  work  done  by  the  several  contractors  and  wiremen 
as  a whole  is  good,  and  I desire  to  thank  them  for  their 
co-operation  in  weeding  out  old  wiring  and  appliances 
which  has  become  obsolete  and  in  a measure  dangerous. 
The  worst  evil  which  the  inspector  has  to  contend  with, 
and  by  the  way  has  been  mentioned  in  all  past  reports, 
is  the  use  of  pieces  of  wire  for  pendant  lamps  in  the  fac- 
tories. I believe  this  is  an  opportune  time  to  submit  a 
few  rules  governing  this  and  others  of  a like  nature,  and 
would  suggest  that  they  be  printed  in  the  Town  report 
and  on  a separate  page  so  that  it  may  be  cut  out  and 
nailed  up  in  a conspicuous  place  in  our  factories  for 
reference. 

Don’ts  in  Electric  Lighting. 

Don’t  let  the  office  boy  or  anyone  else  who  does  not 
understand  make  changes  in  electric  wiring  or  lights. 
They  may  do  the  very  thing  they  ought  not. 
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Don’t  pull  a lamp  hung  by  flexible  cord  to  one  side 
with  a wire  and  then  fasten  to  a gas  or  water  pipe.  I 
have  seen  a wire  become  red  hot  in  this  manner.  If  the 
lamp  hung  by  a cord  must  be  pulled  to  one  side  use  a 
string. 

Don’t  wrap  paper  around  the  lamp  for  a shade.  You 
might  go  home  and  forget  it  and  a fire  might  be  started 
from  the  heat.  Use  a glass  or  metal  shade.  That  is  what 
they  are  for. 

Don’t  let  a socket  on  a fixture  hang  loose.  Have  it 
repaired,  otherwise  it  may  cause  trouble  where  least 
expected. 

Don’t  try  to  save  a little  by  running  flexible  wires  over 
boxes,  partitions,  and  into  closets,  vaults,  etc.  Have 
permanent  wires  installed.  These  flexible  wires  used 
this  way  are  dangerous. 

Don’t  add  a piece  of  flexible  cord  to  another  if  too 
short.  Get  an  entirely  new  cord. 

Don’t  take  any  chances  with  electric  wires.  Have  the 
work  done  well  and  let  it  alone. 

Don’t  try  to  cheat  the  Town,  the  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany or  the  wireman  and  your  wires  will  be  absolutely 
safe  and  harmless.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
fourteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Decembe* 
31,  1906,  which  contains  a statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  together  with  important  information  con- 
cerning the  work  accomplished.  Appended  will  be  found 
the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Registrar,  in 
which  detailed  statistics  are  given. 

Although  the  past  year  has  been  a busy  one  for  the 
department,  it  has  also  been  a most  important  one,  as  it 
has  brought  to  completion  the  work  which  was  begun 
in  the  previous  year,  and  the  satisfactory  results  are 
most  pleasing  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

In  our  previous  report  an  account  was  given  of  the 
work  of  construction  of  the  new  concrete  steel  reinforced

50  Feet  in  Diameter,  100  Feet  High 
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standpipe  and  the  condition  of  the  same  lined  the  last 
of  the  year. 

On  December  27,  1905,  we  put  the  new  standpipe 
into  commission,  and  continued  to  use  it  until  May  15, 
1906.  The  leaks  during  that  time  were  very  trifling, 
although  during  extreme  cold  weather  we  noticed  a 
scaling  off  on  the  outer  surface  at  certain  points,  begin- 
ning five  feet  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank  and  extending 
to  a point  about  fifteen  feet  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank. 
This  was  apparently  caused  by  pockets  or  cavities  that 
must  have  existed  on  the  outside  of  the  steel,  probably 
caused  by  the  slight  moving  of  the  forms  when  the  con- 
crete was  being  placed. 

About  May  15,  1906,  the  Aberthaw  Construction  Com- 
pany began  the  plastering  on  the  inside  of  the  standpipe. 
The  first  coat  had  2 per  cent,  lime  to  one  part  cement 
and  one  part  sand ; the  other  three  coats  were  composed 
of  one  part  sand  and  one  part  cement.  This  was  floated 
until  a hard,  dense  surface  was  produced ; then  this  sur- 
face scratched  to  receive  the  succeeding  coat.  This  work 
was  done  by  experts  in  that  line. 

Prior  to  the  plastering  the  entire  inside  of  the  stand- 
pipe was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  then  picked.  This  was 
done  to  insure  the  bonding  of  the  cement  plaster  to  the 
surface.  There  were  four  coats  of  plaster  put  on,  and 
we  felt  reasonably  sure  that  it  would  be  perfectly  tight, 
as  great  care  was  used  in  applying  the  same.  But  upon 
tilling  the  standpipe  this  did  not  give  us  the  result  we 
expected,  as  we  had  felt  positive  that  we  should  have  an 
absolutely  water  tight  structure. 

At  the  time  the  inside  work  was  being  done  the  out- 
side, where  the  cement  had  scaled  off  from  the  effects 
of  frost,  was  repaired  by  digging  around  the  outside  row 
of  steel  reinforcement,  putting  on  iron  clips  made  of 
24-inch  by  y$-inch  iron  bolted  through,  and  then  cement 
was  forced  into  the  cavities  around  these  clips  by  throw- 
ing it  a distance  of  four  or  five  feet  to  insure  the  filling 
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of  the  voids.  This  process  was  continued  until  the 
cement  covered  the  entire  outer  surface,  so  that  further 
plastering  could  be  perfectly  bonded ; on  this  surface 
was  placed  expanded  metal,  forced  over  the  clips  that 
Stood  out  horizontally,  and  tnen  a coat  of  plaster  was 
carefully  troweled  over  the  surface  of  this  metal,  and 
then  a coat  of  metal  placed  outside  of  that  plastering, 
the  ends  of  the  clips  being  turned  at  right  angles  to  hold 
the  same  in  place.  After  this  the  final  outside  coat  was 
applied,  thus  making  a verl  firm  and  compact  surface, 
equal  to  any  part  of  the  structure. 

After  noting  the  result  of  the  interior  plastering,  we 
were  satisfied  that  some  other  method  must  be  used  to 
make  the  standpipe  perfectly  tight  under  one  hundred 
feet  head,  at  the  same  time  realizing  that  in  a warmer 
climate  we  should  not  hesitate  to  accept  it  as  it  was. 

Upon  consulting  with  our  engineer  and  contractor 
we  decided  to  coat  the  inside  with  what  is  known  as 
the  “Sylvester  process”  wash.  We  presume  many  of  you 
are  familiar  with  the  same,  but  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  are  hot,  we  will  give  the  formula  used  on  this  stand- 
pipe: 

Dissolve  ^-poiind  castile  soap  in  one  gallon  of  water. 
Dissolve  i pound  pure  alum  in  eight  gallons  of  water. 
Both  must  be  thoroughly  dissolved.  Before  applying  to 
the  walls  the  surface  must  be  perfectly  clean  and  dry;  tem- 
perature must  be  about  50  degrees  Farenheit.  First,  apply 
soap  at  boiling  temperature  with  a flat  brush,  taking  care 
not  to  form  a froth.  Wait  24  hours  so  that  the  solution 
will  become  dry  and  hard  upon  the  walls,  then  apply  the 
alum  in  the  same  way,  at  a temperature  of  60  to  70 
degrees  Farenheit.  Wait  24  hours,  and  repeat  with  alter- 
nate coats  of  soap  and  alum. 

On  the  Croton  work,  four  coats  of  each  solution  ren- 
dered the  walls  impervious.  According  to  the  report 
made  by  Mr.  Dearborn  a pound  of  soap  will  cover  about 
37  square  feet,  and  one  pound  of  alum  will  cover  about  95

square  feet.  Water  may  be  admitted  to  the  tank  as 
soon  as  the  last  coat  becomes  hard  and  dry. 

This  solution  has  been  used  with  good  success  on  a 
number  of  reservoirs,  not  exceeding  a 40-foot  head, 
making  them'  absolutely  tight. 

In  order  to  test  this  process  we  decided  to  try  35  feet 
of  our  standpipe  from  the  bottom  up.  After  applying 
four  coats  of  the  mixture  we  filled  the  standpipe  full 
and  at  100  feet  head  we  found  there  were  only  four  leaks 
in  the  35  feet  coated.  On  account  of  this  success,  we 
decided  to  apply  four  coats  more  to  this  same  surface, 
that  making  eight  coats  from  the  bottom  up  to  35  feet, 
and  above  that  distance  four  coats.  The  result  was  very 
satisfactory,  but  not  absolutely  tight.  As  the  contract 
called  for  a Water-tight  structure  the  contractors  decided 
to  apply  five  more  coats  over  the  entire  surface,  thus 
making  13  coats  for  35  feet  and  nine  for  the  rest  of  the 
structure.  On  October  28  the  standpipe  was  filled  and 
found  to  be  practically  tight,  as  the  slight  wetting  on  the 
outside  was  due  to  the  condensation  of  the  atmosphere. 
Later  a few  leaks  developed  which  seemed  to  come  from 
the  inside,  but  these  varied  from  time  to  time  during  the 
next  month.  Under  certain  conditions  of  the  atmos- 
phere the  entire  surface  was  absolutely  dry,  under  dif- 
ferent conditions  it  would  show  a slight  leakage.  This 
was  so  gratifying  to  the  Commissioners  and  engineer 
that  on  December  6,  1906,  the  standpipe  was  accepted 
from  the  contractors  under  conditions  named  in  con- 
tract, viz.,  to  maintain  the  structure  one  year  from  date 
of  acceptance,  and  if  the  same  continued  satisfactory 
during  the  Winter  they  were  to  clean  down  the  outside 
and  wash  with  neat  cement. 

There  has  been  no  time  since  the  beginning  of  the 
structure  that  the  Commissioners  or  engineer  have  be- 
lieved that  it  was  a mistake  in  adopting  this  type,  and 
we  sincerely  hope  that  others  will  be  benefitted  by  our 
experience. 
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In  constructing  a receptacle  for  water,  whether  it  be  a 
jug  or  reservoir,  it  is  a natural  desire  to  build  it  of  stone 
or  masonry.  Somehow  water  tastes  better,  keeps  cooler 
and  cleaner,  and  the  idea  of  holding  water  in  a masonry 
structure  seems  altogether  fitting.  The  aqueducts  of 
Rome  were  of  stone,  and  it  was  not  until  we  came-  to 
handle  water  under  pressure  that  metal  came  into  use. 

There  has  been  no  structure  of  the  kind  erected  in  the 
United  States  or  the  world  that  has  caused  the  inquiry 
or  excited  the  interest  as  much  as  the  Attleborough 
concrete  standpipe,  as  we  have  had  letters  of  inquiry 
from  all  over  the  United  States  for  our  reports  and 
information  concerning  same.  This  fact  should  be 
gratifying  to  our  citizens,  as  it  places  our  Town  fore- 
most among  the  largest  cities  and  towns  throughout 
the  country  in  regard  to  water  supply.  We  feel  that 
much  credit  should  be  given  to  F.  A.  Barbour,  engineer, 
and  the  Aberthaw  Construction  Co.,  contractors,  for  the 
earnest  and  efficient  work  done  by  them. 

We  believe  that  Attleborough  may  congratulate  itself 
on  its  water  system,  the  quality,  quantity  and  source  of 
supply;  in  the  use  of  the  meter  system  and  the  result- 
ing low  consumption ; in  the  possession  of  new  cast  iron 
mains  and  the  small  loss  of  water  by  leakage ; and  in  the 
acquirement  of  a storage  second  to  none  in  the  world, 
making  possible,  in  connection  with  the  new  pipe  lines, 
a system  of  fire  protection  which  should  and  must  im- 
press the  insurance  underwriters  to  our  financial  better- 
ment. 

On  the  completion  of  the  gridiron  system,  made  neces- 
sary by  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings,  and  which 
will  be  explained  in  the  Superintendent’s  report,  we  de- 
cided to  make  a test  of  the  efficiency  of  the  system  for 
fire  protection.  The  test  was  made  under  the  supervision 
of  F.  A.  Barbour,  engineer  of  construction,  assisted  by 
the  Fire  Department,  and  the  following  is  the  official 
report  submitted  by  Mr.  Barbour.

To  the  Water.  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Attle- 
borough, Attleborough,  Massachusetts : 

Gentlemen : — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I 
herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  fire  service 
test  of  distribution  system,  made  on  the  afternoon  of 
October  16th,  1906. 

This  test,  which  was  the  culmination  of  your  labors  of 
the  past  three  years,  was  intended  as  a practical  demon- 
stration to  the  Town  of  Attleborough  of  the  value  of  the 
several  improvements  Which  have  been  carried  to  suc- 
cessful completion  at  an  expense  of  $109,000.00 

Briefly  summarized,  these  improvements  include  a 
new  well  at  the  source  of  supply  which  will  prevent  all 
possibility  of  shortage  of  water  during  the  driest  season 
for  many  years  to  come,  the  provision  of  a large  storage 
tank  at  an  elevation  furnishing  ample  pressure  for  direct 
fire  service  and  sufficient  capacity  to  cope  with  any  fire 
liable  to  occur,  additional  pipe  lines  between  the  source 
of  supply  and  the  point  of  storage  and  between  the  point 
of  storage  and  the  Town,  together  with  other  improve- 
ments in  the  distribution  system. 

Concisely  stated,  the  test  was  an  entire  success,  dem- 
onstrated beyond  all  dispute  in  the  statement  that  with 
sixteen  (16)  fire  streams  throwing  thirty-eight  hundred 
(3,800)  gallons  of  water  per  minute  and  concentrated 
as  much  as  the  necessity  for  carrying  off  water  with- 
out damage  to  streets  or  property  would  admit,  a 
pressure  of  seventy-five  (75)  pounds  at  the  hydrant  was 
maintained  at  the  time  of  maximum  discharge  — all 
water  being  drawn  from  the  standpipe  and  the 
pumps  not  running. 

While  familiar  with  the  work  which  has  made  this 
remarkable  showing  possible,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place 
to  briefly  outline,  as  a matter  of  record,  the  improve-

ments  which  have  been  carried  out  and  to  present  the 
results  of  the  recent  test  in  greater  detail. 

In  past  years  a steel  standpipe  thirty  (30)  feet  in 
diameter  and  one  hundred  and  forty  (140)  feet  above 
the  ground  at  the  corner  of  Park  and  County  streets, 
had  served  to  supply  the  Town  when  the  pumps  were 
not  running.  In  case  of  fire,  however,  it  had  ]peen  neces- 
sary to  shut  off  this  tank  and  pump  direct  in  order  to 
get  the  necessary  pressure.  Believing  that  adequate 
fire  protection  demanded  the  storage  of  water  in  suffi- 
cient quantity  and  at  such  an  elevation  as  to  make  it 
immediately  available  for  direct  service,  the  Commis- 
sioners decided  to  construct,  on  Ides  Hill,  where  the 
ground  surface  is  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  feet 
above  Park  street,  a structure  one  hundred  (100)  feet 
high  and  fifty  (50)  ft.  in  diameter,  with  a capacity  of  one 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  gallons.  This 
is  equivalent  to  an  hour's  supply  of  the  probable  maxi- 
mum number  of  fire  streams  for  each  ten  (10)  feet  in 
heigftt. 

This  standpipe  as  built  is  structurally  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest.  Because  of  the  character  of  the  Attle- 
borough water  and  its  tendency  to  attack  steel,  rein- 
forced concrete  was  adopted  as  the  material  to  be  used 
in  the  new  standpipe,  in  this  way  lessening  the  depre- 
ciation and  yearly  cost  of  maintenance.  The  structure 
is  a success  in  every  way;  permanent  and  clean,  attrac- 
tive in  appearance  and  of  such  size  that  with  the  pumps 
operating  only  such  hours  as  are  necessary  to  meet  the 
daily  consumption  all  ordinary  fire  demands  can  be  sup- 
plied for  many  years  to  come  without  the  water  being 
drawn  down  more  than  four-tenths  (4-10)  of  the  height 
of  the  tank.  This  is  equivalent  to  a statement  that  at  all 
times  of  the  day,  for  many  years  to  come  in  the  future, 
there  will  be  a pressure  of  at  least  eighty-five  (85) 

pounds  in  the  business  section  of  the  Town. 

Up  to  the  time  of  undertaking  the  recent  improve- 
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ments  a fourteen  (14)  inch  main  connected  the  pumping 
station  with  the  distributing  system.  To  provide  a 
second  pipe  a sixteen  (16)  inch  main  has  been  laid  to  the 
new  standpipe  and  from  the  standpipe  a twenty-four 
(24)  inch  main  leads  to  the  corner  of  Thacher  and 
County  streets,  and  a twenty  (20)  inch  main  through 
County  street  as  far  as  Dennis  street.  In  further  im- 
provement of  the  distribution  system  a twelve  (12)  inch 
main  has  been  laid  through  Dennis  street  to  Mechanics 
street,  and  an  additional  eight  (8)  inch  main  in 
Mechanics  street  from  Dennis  street  to  Hodges 
street,  joining  at  this  point  a ten  (10)  inch  pipe  which 
connects  with  the  twelve  (12)  inch  pipe  on  Main  street. 
From  the  end  of  the -twenty  (20)  inch  pipe  on  County 
street  a fourteen  (14)  inch  pipe  is  laid  as  far  as  the  Ten 
Mile  River,  a twelve  (12)  inch  pipe  from  this  point 
to  Park  street,  and  a sixteen  (16)  inch  pipe  through 
Park  street  to  Union  street.  Cross  connecting  these 
mains  are  several  lines  of  six,  eight  and  twelve  (6,  8 
and  12)  inch  pipes,  all  of  which  are  shown  in  the  ac- 
companying plan  of  the  distribution  system. 

It  thus  appears  that  not  only  has  provision  been  made 
for  the  storage  of  a particularly  large  amount  of  water 
at  a high  elevation, but  the  pipe  system  between  the  point 
of  storage  and  the  center  of  the  Town  is  calculated  to 
make  available  at  the  time  of  maximum  fire  draft,  a 
hi^h  percentage  of  the  static  pressure.  It  is  also  to  be 
noted  that  the  distribution  system  is  largely  composed 
of  relatively  new  pipes,  all  the  cement  lined  pipes  re- 
maining in  1901  having  been  replaced  with  cast  iron 
pipes  at  that  time. 

In  order  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  these  several 
improvements  it  was  planned  on  October  16th  to  carry 
out  a fire  service  test,  throwing  sixteen  (16)  streams 
from  hydrants  in  the  center  of  the  business  section  of 
the  Town  and  as  close  together  as  the  difficulty  of  car- 
rying off  the  water  would  permit.  The  following  table 
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shows  the  location  of  the  several  hydrants  from  which 
the  streams  were  drawn,  the  number  of  streams  taken 
from  each  hydrant,  the  length  of  hose  and  the  size  of 
nozzle.  The  several  hydrants  are  tabulated  in  the  order 
in  which  they  were  brought  into  play  in  the  test.

In  anticipation  of  this  test  the  friction  loss  with 
various  discharges  of  the  combined  system  of  piping  be- 
tween the  standpipe  and  Park  street  was  calculated, 
figuring  all  pipes  not  placed  within  two  years  to  have  a 
capacity  fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  less  than  new  pipes. 
Diagram  No.  1 shows  graphically  the  results  of  this  cal- 
culation. This  is  of  interest  in  comparing  with  the  ac- 
tual results  obtained  and  is  of  value,  as  has  been  actually 
demonstrated,  as  an  expression  of  the  net  pressures 
which  may  be  assumed  with  different  drafts. 

The  test  began  at  three  o’clock  and  lasted  thirty  min- 
utes. Gauges  had  been  placed  on  the  several  hydrants, 
an  observer  was  stationed  at  the  standpipe  to  note  the 
fall  of  the  water,  the  size  of  all  nozzles  was  noted  and 
the  number  of  lengths  of  hose  used  in  each  case.  The 
several  streams  were  brought  into  play  one  after  another 
until  sixteen  (16)  streams  were  throwing  water  at  fif- 
teen minutes  past  the  hour,  the  gauges  being  observed  at

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frequent  intervals  so  as  to  register  the  drop  in  pressure 
with  increasing  draft. 

The  results  of  these  several  observations  are  graphic- 
ally shown  in  diagram  No.  2,  which  indicates  the  drop  in 
pressure  due  to  the  lowering  of  the  surface  of  the  water 
in  the  standpipe,  the  amount  of  water  discharged  per 
minute  at  different  intervals  by  the  hose  streams  and  the 
pressure  as  observed  at  the  two  hydrants  on  Park  street, 
which  have  been  taken  as  typical.  On  this  diagram  also, 
in  heavy  line,  there  has  been  reproduced,  from  diagram 
No.  1 the  theoretical  calculated  drop  in  pressure.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  how  closely  this  follows  the  actual 
results  of  the  pressure  gaugings  at  the  hydrant. 

Coincisely  stated,  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  with 
eight  (8)  streams  throwing  two  thousand  (2,000)  gallons 
of  water  per  minute  a pressure  of  eighty-nine  (89) 
pounds  was  maintained,  that  with  fourteen  (14)  streams 
throwing  thirty-four  hundred  and  fifty  (3,450)  gallons 
per  minute  a pressure  of  seventy-nine  (79)  pounds  was 
maintained  and  that  with  sixteen  (16)  streams  throwing 
thirty-seven  hundred  (3,700)  gallons  per  minute  in  addi- 
tion to  the  normal  consumption  of  the  Town  a pressure 
of  seventy-five  (75)  pounds  was  held  at  the  hydrant. 

It  is  believed  that  this  demonstration  has  proved  Attle- 
borough to  be  in  possession  of  as  nearly  an  ideal  system 
of  fire  protection  as  it  is  possible,  within  economical 
limits,  to  obtain.

The  Commissioners  would  suggest  that  a committee 
of  business  men  be  appointed  by  the  citizens,  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  them,  to  wait  on  the  Insurance  Un- 
derwriters to  try  to  reduce  the  insurance  rates,  as  it  is 
made  particularly  plain  to  them  that  their  risk  in  Attle- 
borough at  the  present  time  is  50  per  cent,  less  than  be- 
fore the  improvements  in  our  system  were  completed. 
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When  the  fire  occurred  at  W.  H.  Wilmarth  Co.  fac- 
tory, we  believe  under  former  conditions  it  would  have 
been  a total  loss,  as  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
give  adequate  supply  of  water,  while  now  the  excellent 
water  pressure,  together  with  the  efficiency  of  the  Fire 
Department,  saved  a part  of  the  building,  enough  so 
that  the  firms  were  able  to  continue  business  in  a very 
short  time.  This  fact  alone  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing 
results  that  can  be  obtained  from  the  improvements  01 
the  water  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 
Gentlemen — I submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition and  operation  of  the  Water  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1906. 


Extension  of  Mains. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  1.9  miles  of  pipe  ex- 
tended. This  is  small  compared  with  former  years, 
although  it  has  been  mostly  on  the  outer  limits  of  the 
Town,  so  that  now  we  have  nearly  covered  every  »ec 
tion.  The  longest  extension  was  on  North  avenue,  a 
distance  of  2,640  feet,  the  pipe  now  reaching  within  1,000 
feet  of  the  North  Attleborough  line,  furnishing  all  the 
-hptises  except  one. 

Other  important  extensions  are  Wall  street,  768  feet 
of  12-inch,  from  County  to  South  Main  street ; also  from 
Peck  street  to  Pleasant  street  through  Pleasant  Place, 
559  feet  of  eight-inch  pipe.  This  helps  to  perfect  the 
gridiron  system  connecting  the  west  and  east  side,  thus 
giving  better  fire  protection,  as  it  furnishes  two  extra 
mains  in  the  fire  zone. 

The  work  of  relaying  pipe,  made  necessary  by  the 
elimination  of  grade  crossings,  increasing  the  size  of 
pipe  on  Park,  South  Main,  Pleasant  and  Forest  streets, 
has  greatly  increased  the  capacity  of  supply. 

The  following  is  a list  of  pipe  replaced,  showing  the 
increase  in  size.  Park  street,  556  feet  of  12-inch  replaced 
by  16-inch,  beginning  at  Railroad  avenue  and  extending 
to  Union  street. 

South  Main  street,  448  feet  of  12-inch  replaced  with 
12-inch  and  300  feet  replaced  with  16-inch,  from  Wall 
street  to  Capron  street. 

Mill  street,  359  feet  of  12-inch  replaced  with  12-inch. 
Capron  street,  150  feet  of  six-inch  replaced  with  six-

inch.  Pleasant  street,  305  feet  of  eight-inch  replaced 
with  12-inch.  Forest  street,  685  feet  of  four-inch  re- 
placed with  eight-inch,  beginning  at  Horton  street  and 
extending  to  Maynard  street. 

We  began  these  changes  in  the  Fall  of  1905  and  could 
not  finish  until  the  crossing  work  was  completed,  thus 
causing  much  night  and  Sunday  work,  and  planning  to 
keep  our  system  connected  during  the  changes,  thereby 
having  to  make  a number  of  temporary  connections 
which  made  the  expense  large  for  the  amount  of  work 
done.  This,  however,  will  be  paid  for  under  the  Grade 
Crossing  Abolition. 

We  have  also  done  a large  amount  of  work  outside 
this  department,  laying  pipe  for  the  Attleborough  Gas 
Co.,  the  drain  on  Pleasant  street  from  Pleasant  place  to 
railroad  bridge  on  Pleasant  street  for  the  Street  Depart- 
ment, and  other  outside  work  amounting  to  $3,278.06. 

This  accounts  partly  for  the  unusual  increase  in  in- 
come over  1905.  This  work  was  done  to  accommodate 
the  Gas  Co.  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  both 
having  co-operated  with  the  Water  Department  in 
making  the  changes’  for  the  crossing  work,  so  that  it  has 
been  a mutual  benefit  to  all.

Services. 


There  have  been  102  new  service  connections  during 
the  year  and  16  old  services  replaced  with  cement  lined 
pipe.

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Hydrants. 

During  the  year  n new  hydrants  have  been  set, 
making  a total  of  380.  Three  old  ones  replaced  with  new 
ones,  nine  have  been  changed.  We  have  set  three  eight- 
inch  four-way  hydrants  on  Park  street  with  independent 
gates.  This  is  the  first  of  this  type  used  in  Attleborough 
and  would  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  style  in 
the  congested  section,  as  they  have  shown  by  the  test 
a greater  efficiency  than  other  hydrants  in  use  in  the 
Town. 

A complete  list  of  the  location  of  the  hydrants  has 
been  compiled  and  will  be  published  in  this  report. 

Leaks. 

The  total  number  of  leaks  was  71.  Of  these  17  were 
on  mains,  28  on  services,  nine  of  which  were  caused  by 
electrolysis,  12  on  gates  and  14  on  hydrants.  The  in- 
crease of  leaks  this  year  over  last  is  due  to  old  galvan- 
ized service  pipe  and  the  number  of  changes  made  on 
account  of  grade  crossing  work.  The  system  at  the 
present  time  is  in  excellent  condition. 

Gate  Valves. 

There  have  been  set  28  new  gates,  55  gate  boxes  and 
50  gate  and  service  boxes  brought  to  grade.

Wells. 

The  wells  continue  to  furnish  ample  supply  and  the 
usual  high  quality  of  water  is  sustained,  and  we  believe 
will  continue  to  do  so  for  many  years  to  come. 


Pumping  Station. 

The  improvements  made  in  accordance  with  our  new 
system  have  proved  very  satisfactory  during  the  year 
and  our  pumping  records  show  that  we  have  used  20,175 
pounds  less  coal  and  pumped  23,000,000  gallons  more 
water  than  in  the  previous  year.  We  were  also  able  to 
operate  the  station  with  one  engineer  and  fireman  from 
July  1,  1906,  where  formerly  there  were  two  first-class 
engineers.  This  was  made  possible  by  having  a larger 
storage  capacity  so  the  pump  runs  could  be  made  in 
much  shorter  time. 

We  are  making  further  improvements  by  putting  on 
an  addition  to  the  station  and  installing  two  new  boilers 
so  as  to  have  a complete  duplicate  system,  as  recom- 
mended in  our  last  report ; also  to  increase  the  steam 
pressure,  which  will  be  economical  on  account  of  the 
extra  head  against  which  the  pumps  are  working  since 
the  new  standpipe  has  been  put  into  commission.  The 
contracts  for  the  extension  to  the  station  and  for  the 
new  boilers  were  let  to  McLaughlin  Brothers  of  Phila- 
delphia, who  were  the  lowest  bidders.  F.  A.  Barbour 
of  Boston  is  the  engineer  in  charge.  The  contract  for 
the  building  was  sublet  to  Grant  Brothers  of  Attle- 
borough. 
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We  believe  after  the  improvements 
there  will  be  a still  further  saving  in 
plant.

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  Town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
dent and  such  employes  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
lands,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  Town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  works  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
Town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  Town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  are  now  or  may  become  vested  in  the  Town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
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claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  Town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  Town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  The  W ater  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or 
ornamental  public  water  works,  for  flushing  and 
cleansing  public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling 
streets,  and  for  any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that 
of  ordinary  water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Beard  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment  of 
one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
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for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
to  which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipe;* 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  Town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  Town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents 
or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
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other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  Town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  foi 
the  interest  of  the  Town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and_  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  Town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

it.  After  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons  will 
be  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  togethei 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Beard;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until  a 
new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not  have 
the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until  the 
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average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the  same 
as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with 
the  Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private  hy- 
drants or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purposes  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board  may 
impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 
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If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 

from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner.  The  W ater  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of  the 

cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit  for 
the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 

private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 

right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and 

maintenance. 

17.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleboro,  shall  be  open 

for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of  the 
town  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 

water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Any  one  caught  fish- 
ing without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by- 
law, will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prose- 
cuted to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.. 9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of

January  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  schools  have  moved  along  for  the  past  year  with 
very  little  friction,  but  we  trust  with  improvement  in 
many  ways.  It  is  an  easy  task  to  stand  on  the  outside 
and  criticise  and  find  fault  with  the  management  of 
affairs,  but  quite  a different  thing  to  so  adjust  matters 
that  every  thing  will  work,  or  accomplish  the  desired 
result.  Your  Committee  have  an  earnest  desire  and 
purpose  to  so  guide  school  affairs  that  the  advantages 
and  opportunities  for  our  children  shall  be  of  the  best, 
and  our  schools  take  high  rank  among  the  best  schools 
of  the  State  for  efficiency  and  practical  help  to  those  who 
attend  them ; but  we  are  finite  and  can  only  advance  as 
we  see  light. 

School  Buildings. 

Our  school  buildings  are  all  quite  modern  and  the 
school  rooms  are  very  pleasant.  But  the  wear  and  tear 
of  seats,  floors,  and  hallways,  by  the  more  than  two 
thousand  children  for  ten  months  in  a year,  is  consid- 
erable ; and  that,  with  painting,  heating,  grounds,  and 
various  repairs  too  numerous  to  mention,  requires  so 
great  an  outlay  that  for  several  years  we  have  used  more 
than  the  amount  set  apart  for  that  work.  We  think,  how- 
ever, that  the  money  has  been  used  very  carefully  and 
prudently. 

Our  buildings  in  the  center  of  the  town  are  getting 
quite  full  and  in  some  of  the  schools  assistants  have  to  be 
employed.  We  do  not  wish  to  ask  for  more  buildings  at 
present,  as  our  High  School  building  in  from  two  to 
five  years  will  be  outgrown,  and  a new  one  will  have  to 
be  provided.  Then  the  present  High  School  building, 
which  is  in  good  condition,  has  eight  rooms  and  two  reci- 
tation rooms,  and  is  well  equipped  for  more  than  three 
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hundred  scholars,  will  make  a good  plant  for  higher 
grades,  that  to  duplicate  would  cost  from  thirty-five  to 
forty  thousand  dollars ; and  that  will  leave  plenty  of 
room  for  lower  grades  in  our  present  buildings.  There- 
fore your  Committee  would  recommend  the  Town  to  take 
measures  to  procure  a suitable  lot  for  a new  High  School 
building,  at  once,  as  plenty  of  time  and  great  care  should 
be  given  to  so  important  a matter.  From  two  to  three 
years  could  be  well  used  to  procure  lot,  plans,  and  build- 
ing. Mr.  Everett  S.  Horton  offers  a lot  across  the  street 
from  present  building,  corner  of  Bank  and  Peck  streets, 
142x170  feet,  containing  over  one-half  acre,  at  a price 
for  which  the  buildings  upon  it  will  pay  the  interest; 
also  a lot  to  put  said  buildings  on,  if  wanted,  when  it  is 
desired  to  clear  the  lot.  It  seems  to  your  Committee  a 
very  favorable  opportunity  to  obtain  a good  site  for  the 
purpose  desired.  We  recommend  the  School  Committee 
be  authorized  by  the  Town  to  secure  the  lot. 

Transportation. 

The  statute  law  of  the  State  says  that  money  appro- 
priated for  transportation  shall  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  School  Committee.  Our  Town  has  grown  and  is 
growing  so  rapidly  in  all  directions,  that  the  Committee 
have  not  been  able  to  please  everybody,  while  trying  to 
be  as  fair  and  equal  in  their  decisions  as  they  possibly 
could.  Unless  the  privilege  of  transportation  is  guarded 
very  carefully,  it  can  be  made  quite  an  expense  and  bur- 
den to  the  taxpayers.  The  scholars  to  High  School  come 
from  South  Attleboro,  Hebronville,  Dodgeville,  Briggs 
Corner,  and  homes  quite  a distance  from  school.  There 
have  been  some  requests  for  transportation.  The  Com- 
mittee have  never  felt  that  they  were  authorized  to  pay 
any  transportation  for  HiVh  School  scholars,  as  attend- 
ance there  is  onFonal — scholars  can  go  or  not,  as  they 
please — while  the  Pw  compels  attendance  at  grammar 
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grades.  Your  Committee  desires  to  act  in  a way  agree- 
able to  the  wishes  of  the  Town,  and  would  request  some 
action  or  vote  expressing  the  will  of  the  Town  on  the 
matter ; otherwise  they  must  continue  to  use  their  dis- 
cretion. 

Benevolence. 

Our  Truant  Officer,  Mr.  Warren  Parker,  when  called 
upon  to  look  up  absentees  from  school,  is  often  met  with 
the  excuse,  especially  during  the  winter  terms,  that  chil- 
dren have  no  shoes,  rubbers,  stockings,  or  suitable 
clothing  for  cold  days.  We  must  expect  among  two  thou- 
sand children  there  will  be  some  whose  parents  cannot 
supply  needed  articles.  These  cases  we  desire  to  help ; 
but  we  also  find  other  cases  in  which  the  parents  are 
able  to  supply  all  the  needs  of  their  children,  but  they 
neglect  to  do  so,  and  endeavor  by  all  ways  possible  to 
get  them  supplied  by  the  truant  officer.  It  takes  time, 
patience,  and  experience  to  sift  the  worthy  from  the  un- 
worthy. W e think  Mr.  Parker  has  succeeded  in  handling 
the  trying  business  carefully  and  with  fair  success. 

New  Sanitaries. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Town  appropriated 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
stalling sanitaries  at  Pleasant  street,  Farmers,  City, 
Dodgeville,  and  Hebronville  schools.  The  School  Com- 
mittee appointed  Charles  E.  Bliss,  Thomas  G.  Sadler, 
and  Harvey  E.  Clap  a sub-committee  to  have  full  charge 
of  the  work.  Messrs.  Fuller  & Warren  of  Boston  looked 
-over  the  buildings  and  prepared  plans  and  specifications. 
Bids  were  advertised  for  in  the  Attleboro  Sun.  In 
response  bids  were  received  and  carefully  examined. 
A bond  of  $1,500.00  was  required  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  work  and  its  completion  in  the  specified 
lime.  The  J.  W.  Gifford  Co.  was  awarded  the  contract 
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for  the  sum  of  $4,395.00.  Under  the  careful  supervision 
of  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Sadler,  the  work  was  completed  in  the 
specified  time  and  in  a manner  very  satisfactory  to  the 
sub-committee.  All  our  school  buildings  are  now  sup- 
plied with  suitable  sanitary  fixtures  with  the  exception 
of  the  Robinson  school,  which  is  outside  the  line  of  water 
pipes,  and  South  Main  street,  where  it  does  not  seem 
feasible  to  put  them  in  at  present.

Vacation  Schools. 

Schools  were  maintained  at  Dodgeville  and  Hebron- 
ville  for  seven  weeks  during  the  summer  vacation. 
Work  and  recreation  were  wisely  mixed,  and  the  result 
was  very  satisfactory.  The  work  of  the  schools  was 
placed  on  exhibition  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent 
and  was  considered  very  creditable.  For  more  detailed 
account  see  report  of  Superintendent. 

Individual  Teachers. 

Your  Committee  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  the 
plan  of  personal  help  for  the  backward  scholars  is  one 
of  the  best  yet  adopted.  The  trial  that  has  been  given 
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the  plan  for  the  past  seven  months  has  worked  well, 
and  has  helped  us  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  more 
teachers  could  be  used  in  that  kind  of  work,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  those  scholars  who  for  various  reasons 
find  it  difficult  to  do  the  work  required. 


Teachers. 

Our  schools  have  increased  so  that  we  now  have 
seventy-one  teachers  in  our  day  schools.  We  cannot  ex- 
pect that  all  will  be  of  the  highest  efficiency,  but  taken 
together  we  have  a fine,  earnest,  conscientious  corps  of 
teachers,  who,  in  unison  and  harmony  with  our  excellent 
Superintendent,  are  doing  good  work  with  our  school 
children,  and  should  be  highly  appreciated  by  our  people. 
Our  requirements  and  ideas  of  what  constitutes 
a good  teacher  have  increased  considerably  during  the 
last  few  years,  and  it  has  been  much  more  difficult  to 
obtain  such  as  we  desire  during  the  past  year  than  ever 
before;  but  the  Town  has  been  quite  generous  in  its  ap- 
propriations in  the  past,  and  we  expect  it  will  in  the 
future  enable  us  to  increase  teachers’  wages  enough  to 
compete  with  other  towns  for  the  best. 


Reports. 

We  again  request  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  care- 
fully read  and  examine  the  reports  given  regarding 
school  affairs.  They  are  of  great  importance  to  every 
citizen  and  taxpayer.  More  than  one-third  of  the  money 
raised  annually  by  taxation  is  expended  on  our  schools, 
and  the  result  of  the  outlay  in  educating  and  training 
our  children  for  the  duties  of  citizenship  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to  parents,  Town,  and  State.  You  should  in- 
terest yourselves  enough  to  know  that  value  is  received 
for  money  expended.  • 
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For  the  year  1907  the  Committee  ask  for  the  following 
appropriation  in  addition  to  the  dog  fund :

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  second  annual  report, 
it  being  the  twenty-third  in  the  series  of  superintendents’ 
reports. 

Educational  progress,  like  history,  is  usually  slow  in  the 
making;  and  it  is  often  impossible  to  see  clearly  from 
day  to  day  that  definite  progress  is  being  made.  But 
when,  at  certain  intervals,  the  present  is  compared  with 
the  past,  then  it  is  possible  to  determine  whether  or  not 
progress  has  been  made.  We  do  not  expect  to  advance 
by  leaps  and  bounds ; but  we  do  want  to  feel  that  there 
has  been  a sure  and  steady  forward  movement  toward  the 
educational  ideal  for  which  we  are  striving.  Educational 
theories  without  number  may  be  brought  forward  and 
strongly  advocated ; but  only  time  and  experience  will 
prove  whether  those  theories  are  founded  on  sound  peda- 
gogical principles,  and  whether  they  are  practicable  and 
desirable  for  our  schools. 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I tried  to  outline  the  educa- 
tional policy  that  I wished  to  carry  out.  It  was  in  line 
with  what  I conceive  to  be  the  general  sentiment  among 
the  educational  leaders  of  the  country.  That  sentiment 
places  quality  of  work  done  before  quantity  accom- 
plished. To  do  well  what  we  do,  has  been  and  I hope 
will  always  be  our  aim.  It  is  not  so  much  the  number  of 
graduates  from  the  grammar  and  high  schools  that  will 
constantly  tend  to  raise  the  educational  standard  of  the 
community,  as  the  quality  of  the  preparation  which  they 
have  received  for  taking  their  places  in  the  duties  and 
activities  of  life.  Whatever  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year  has  been  undertaken  with  the  constant  aim  of 
giving  the  scholars  increased  educational  advantages, 
that  they  in  turn,  when  they  become  active  in -the  busi- 
ness, social,  religious  and  intellectual  activities  of  the 
community,  may  give  to  the  Town  new  life  and  new 
vigor  in  matters  of  intelligence  and  education. 


ANNUAL  REPORT.

No  startling  or  radical  changes  in  the  school  curricu- 
lum have  been  made,  and  probably  none  will  be  made. 
It  is  not  desirable  to  be  the  first  to  try  new  theories, 
neither  is  it  wise  to  be  the  last  to  give  up  old  ones. 
When  new  ideas  and  new  theories  have  been  thoroughly 
tried  and  found  practicable  elsewhere,  then  such  of  them 
as  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  and  the 
town  should  be  adopted.  What  has  been  undertaken  this 
year  is  shown  by  the  following  brief  summary : 

1.  Time  given  to  English  in  the  High  School  in- 
creased two-thirds  in  the  freshman  class,  and  one-third 
in  the  rest  of  the  classes. 

2.  Individual  instruction  for  backward  scholars. 

3.  More  attention  to  fundamental  processes  in  arith- 
metic. 

4.  Vertical  writing  changed  for  slant,  and  a super- 
visor of  penmanship  elected. 

5.  Sewing  in  grades  V-VIII ; cardboard  construc- 
tion in  grades  IV-VI ; elementary  sloyd  in  grade  VII. 

6.  The  introduction  of  a new  spelling  book  that  prom- 
ises better  results  than  we  formerly  succeeded  in  getting. 

7.  Medical  inspection  in  accordance  with  the  law 
of  the  State. 


English  in  the  High  School. 

These  changes  indicate  to  some  extent  what  is  being 
done  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  work  in  the  schools. 
In  the  High  School,  Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German 
had  each  been  given  five  recitation  periods  per  week  for 
four,  three,  and  two  years,  while  only  three  recitation 
periods  per  week  were  given  to  English.  . Believing  that 
our  own  language  should  receive  as  much  attention  as  a 
foreign  language,  the  number  of  recitations  in  English 
has  been  increased  from  three  to  five  per  week  in  the 
freshman  class  and  from  three  to  four  in  the  other 
classes.  To  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  num- 
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ber  of  teachers  in  the  High  School,  and  a ninth  teacher 
was  added  in  September.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
this  change  will  soon  make  itself  felt  in  a marked  im- 
provement in  the  English  work  of  the  entire  school. 

Individual  Instruction. 

A second  step  in  the  line  of  progress  is  the  introduc- 
tion of  special  teachers  to  give  instruction  to  those 
scholars  who,  on  account  of  absence,  poor  health,  or  for 
any  other  reason,  are  not  doing  work  up  to  the  standard 
done  by  the  class.  In  the  spring  term  two  teachers  for 
such  work  were  employed  in  the  Sanford  street  and 
Richardson  schools.  The  results  were  so  encouraging 
that  in  the  fall  the  number  of  such  teachers  was  in- 
creased to  three.  These  teachers  have  given  instruction 
to  759  different  scholars.  Out  of  this  number  109  would 
certainly  have  fallen  below  grade  if  they  had  not  received 
this  instruction.  These  figures  are  conservative,  but 
they  show  that  the  expense  involved  has  been  amply  jus- 
tified. Each  teacher  has  kept  up  to  grade  an  average  of 
36  scholars.  For  the  school  year  these  figures  will  be 
slightly  increased.  Not  only  have  these  scholars  been 
kept  from  dropping  back,  but,  in  consequence  of  this 
work,  teachers  report  that  the  work  of  their  whole  school 
has  shown  improvement. 

Drill  in  Fundamentals. 

The  drill  in  fundamental  processes  in  arithmetic  that 
was  begun  last  year  is  still  being  continued.  We  realize 
that  we  are  far  short  of  our  ideal — perfection — in  this  sub- 
ject, and  that  we  can  never  expect  to  reach  it.  We  do  hop.e, 
however,  to  get  a good  deal  closer  to  it  than  we  now  are. 
To  teach  scholars  accuracy  in  number  work  is  essential ; 
to  combine  speed  with  accuracy  is  hardly  less  essential ; 
and  our  success  in  obtaining  this  result  constitutes  our 
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standard  of  efficiency  in  this  subject  in  the  lower  grades. 
If  this  work  is  not  properly  done  in  these  grades,  the 
work  in  the  tipper  grades  falls  flat,  because  there  is  no 
adequate  foundation  on  which  to  build.  To  neglect  this 
drill  in  the  lower  grades  for  the  sake  of  giving  the  child  a 
vague,  and,  to  him,  comparatively  useless  familiarity  with 
a great  variety  of  the  numerous  applications  to  which 
numbers  may  be  put,  is  to  deprive  him  of  a part  of  his 
education  that  is  rightly  his — the  lack  of  which  may  have 
a far-reaching  effect  upon  his  future  success  and  happi- 
ness— without  giving  him  an  adequate  substitute  in  re- 
turn. 


Penmanship. 

In  abandoning  vertical  writing  and  returning  to  a 
slant,  the  general  movement  in  this  respect  throughout 
the  State  and  country  was  followed.  At  the  time  the 
subject  was  under  discussion,  at  the  first  of  the  year,  it 
w*as  found  as  a result  of  investigation,  that  about  65% 
of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  State  had  changed,  or  were 
about  to  change,  from  the  vertical  to  a slant  system. 
Vertical  writing  is,  without  doubt,  more  legible  and  bet- 
ter adapted  to  lower  grades  than  the  old  slant ; but  it 
was  claimed  that  it  was  much  slower  to  write  than  the 
slant,  and  it  was  never  generally  approved  by  the  busi- 
ness .men  of  the  country.  A medial  slant  has  been 
adopted,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  easy  for  the  lower 
grades  and  allow  speed  in  the  higher  grades. 

The  change  from  vertical  writing  to  slant,  it  was  antic- 
ipated, would  be  made  with  a great  deal  of  difficulty, 
especially  in  the  upper  grades.  Partly  to  help  overcome 
this  difficulty,  and  partly  because  it  has  always  been  felt 
that  good  results  in  writing  were  hardest  to  obtain  with- 
out special  supervision,  it  was  decided  to  secure  a super- 
visor of  penmanship.  Mr.  John  L.  Howard,  an  expert 
penman,  and  a supervisor  for  several  years  in  Malden, 
Winchester,  and  other  places,  was  appointed  to  the  posi- 
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tion.  The  results  already  obtained  show  that  this  course 
was  a wise  one,  and  the  slant  writing  has  been  taken  up 
by  the  scholars  with  enthusiastic  interest. 


Manual  Training. 


According  to  the  report  of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of 
Education  for  1904,  there  are  in  the  United  States  588 
cities  and  towns  having  a population  of  8,000  or  over. 
In  more  than  two-thirds  of  these  cities  and  towns 
manual  training,  apart  from  drawing,  forms  a part  of  the 
course  of  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  In  Massa- 
chusetts, according  to  the  same  report,  there  are  57  cities 
and  towns  having  a population  of  over  8,000,  and  in  35 
of  them  manual  training  forms  a part  of  the  course  of 
instruction  in  some  of  the  grades.  According  to  the 
State  law  every  city  and  town  of  20,000  or  more  inhabi- 
tants must  maintain  the  teaching  of  manual  training  as 
a part  of  both  its  elementary  and  its  high  school  system. 
A small  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  way  of  intro- 
ducing manual  training  into  the  schools.  Cardboard 
construction  has  been  given  one  hour  a week  in  grades 
V and  VI.  Elementary  sloyd  has  been  given  the  same 
time  in  grade  VII  in  the  schools  in  the  center  of  the 
town.  Sewing,  through  the  willingness  of  the  teachers, 
has  been  taught  to  the  girls  in  grades  V-VIII.  Owing 
to  lack  of  facilities  we  have  not  attempted  any  manual 
work  in  grade  VIII.  Provision  should  be  made,  how- 
ever, as  soon  as  the  opportunity  presents  itself,  for 
manual  instruction  as  a part  of  the  grammar  and  high 
school  course.  No  town  can  profit  by  such  instruction 
more  than  Attleborough,  and  some  more  decided  move  in 
this  direction  should  be  taken  before  the  size  of  the  town 
makes  it  compulsory.  As  to  the  value  of  this  instruction 
there  can  be  no  doubt ; it  is  only  a question  of  ways  and 
means  to  provide  for  it. 
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Reading. 

Although  we  wish  to  keep  up  with  whatever  is  new 
in  education  that  seems  to  us  desirable,  yet  we  still  cling 
tenaciously  to  the  old.  The  three  R’s  are  still  the  foun- 
dation on  Which  we  build,  and  they,  together  with  spell- 
ing, still  constitute  what  we  consider  the  most  important 
subjects  in  our  course  of  study.  I have  already  spoken 
of  the  attention  which  is  being  given  to  arithmetic  and 
writing.  Emphasis  is  also  being  placed  to  the  same  ex- 
tent of  reading  and  spelling.  In  reading  effort  is 
being  made  in  every  grade  from  the  first  through  the 
eighth,  to  obtain  good,  natural  expression,  combined 
with  fluency,  clear  enunciation,  and  good  quality  of  tone. 
The  child  in  reading,  must  first  comprehend  the  meaning 
of  what  he  reads  before  he  can  express  that  meaning.  It 
is  possible  for  a child  to  read  with  expression  without 
grasping  the  meaning  of  what  he  is  reading,  but  that  is 
an  artificial  expression  and  should  be  guarded  against. 
Tlood  expression  is  natural  expression,  and  can  be  ob- 
tained only  when  the  child  understands  the  thought  of 
the  writer,  and  tries  to  give  that  thought  to  the  hearer. 

Spelling. 

In  spelling  a few  words  a day  are  taken  and  are 
taught  thoroughly ; not  merely  the  letters  that 
make  up  the  word,  but  also  the  meaning  of  the  word  and 
its  use.  If  in  this  way  at  the  end  of  eight  years  our  grad- 
uates from  the  grammar  school  can  be  given  a command 
of  8000  words,  with  a knowledge  of  a few  rules  by  which 
a great  many  more  words  are  formed,  they  will  have  been 
given  a good  start  in  their  efforts  to  learn  the  English 
language.  We  are  trying  in  spelling,  as  in  all  subjects, 
to  do  well  what  we  do,  believing  that  the  satisfaction  and 
the  stimulus  arising  from  the  knowledge  of  such  ac- 
complishment will  be  a mighty  power  for  future  en- 
deavor on  the  part  of  the  scholar. 
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School  Physician. 

By  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  June  20,  1906, 
the  town  was  obliged  to  appoint  a school  physician  and 
to  furnish  him  with  proper  facilities  for  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  laid  down  in  the  same  act.  The  town,  at 
a special  town  meeting,  appropriated  seventy-five  dol- 
lars to  pay  for  the  services  of  such  a physician  for 
the  balance  of  the  financial  year,  -and  the  Committee 
unanimously  elected  Dr.  George  K.  Roberts  to  fill  the 
position.  Your  attention  is  called  to  his  report. 


Attendance. 

Although  the  enrollment  in  all  the  schools  has  in 
creased  but  little  over  last  year,  yet  the  enrollment  for 
December  in  the  schools  in  the  center  of  the  town  is 
larger  than  it  has  been  in  any  month  for  two  years.  The 
primary  grades  at  present  are  badly  crowded  and  it  is 
often  a perplexing  problem  to  find  a place  for  a scholar 
who  wishes  to  enter  school.  In  the  upper  grades,  also, 
each  teacher  has  as  many  scholars  as  she  should  have 
and  be  expected  to  do  good  work.  If  it  is  necessary, 
more  scholars  can  be  crowded  into  some  rooms,  and  by 
using  more  assistants  we  can  manage  to  get  along  for  a 
while. 

I do  not  consider  this  method,  however,  economical, 
either  educationally  or  financially.  There  are  now  in  the 
center  of  the  town,  four  rooms  in  which  the  enrollment 
is  sixty  scholars  and  in  which  assistants  are  employed. 
In  these  four  rooms  eight  teachers  are  employed  for  the 
instruction  of  240  scholars,  whereas  if  there  were  a suffi- 
cient number  of  rooms,  instruction  could  be  given  to  at 
least  360  scholars,  or  120  more  than  at  present. 

Stated  differently,  there  are  in  each  of  these  four 
rooms  frohi  12  to  15  scholars  more  than  one  teacher 
:alone  can  teach  efficiently.  For  the  instruction  of  these 
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extra  scholars  it  is  necessary  to  employ  four  assistants 
at  an  expense  of  $1740.  The  salary  of  two  teachers  could 
certainly  be  saved  if  there  were  more  rooms,  and  I have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  work  would  be  done  bet- 
ter. From  present  indications  it  will  be  necessary  to 
employ  one  or  two  more  assistants  next  year,  unless 
something  unexpected  happens  to  keep  children  out  of 
school. 

Were  it  not  for  the.  fact  that  the  new  parochial  school 
in  Hebronville  took  about  a hundred  scholars  out  of  the 
public  schools,  the  enrollment  figures  would  show  a sur- 
prising gain.  The  enrollment  in  the  Hebronville  school 
for  December  is  only  13  less  than  it  was  in  December,, 
1904;  and  for  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  combined  only 
26  less  than  it  was  at  that  time. 

If  the  town  continues  to  grow  next  year  as  it  has  in 
the  past,  some  rooms  will  be  badly  crowded.  It  is  not 
good  policy  to  allow  the  schools  to  become  so  crowded 
before  building  that  the  quality  of  the  school  work  is 
impaired.  Steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  meet  future 
needs. 


Age  and  Schooling  Certificates. 

Another  thing  that  has  greatly  decreased  the  number 
of  scholars  in  school  this  year  has  been  the  unusual  de- 
mand for  boys  and  girls  to  work  in  the  shops.  There 
have  been  issued  during  the  past  year  292  age  and 
schooling  certificates  to  minors  between  the  ages  of  14 
and  16.  The  number  of  such  certificates  issued  in  1905, 
was  190,  and  in  1904  was  166.  Over  50%  more  certifi- 
cates have  been  issued  this  year  than  were  issued  last 
year,  and  while  a great  many  were  for  minors  from  other 
towns,  yet  the  most  of  them  were  for  boys  and  girls  of 
the  grammar  grades  who  were  attracted  from  school  by 
the  great  demand  for  help  in  the  shops.  While  we  all 
rejoice  at  the  material  prosperity  that  the  town  is  en- 
joying, yet  we  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  prosperity 
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of  the  town  might  eventually  be  greatly  augmented  if 
more  of  the  boys  and  girls  could  be  kept  longer  in 
school. 

Teachers. 

During  the  year  1906,  twenty-one  teachers  resigned, 
thirteen  of  the  resignations  occurring  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation.  The  rule  of  the  Committee  requiring  new 
teachers  to  agree  to  stay  in  town  at  least  one  year,  has 
evidently  prevented  several  resignations,  as  only  four 
teachers  resigned  during  term  time  to  accept  better  posi- 
tions, and  they  had  taught  in  town  more  than  one  year. 

A teacher’s  work  will  be  most  efficient  when  she  is 
happy  in  her  work  and  contented  with  her  surroundings, 
when  the  conditions  of  her  home  life  are  pleasant  and 
agreeable,  and  when  she  can  afford  occasionally  to  in- 
dulge in  some  little  luxury,  and  is  not  continually  plan- 
ning and  scheming  to  make  both  ends  meet.  Progres- 
sive teachers  need  educational  books  and  magazines,  rec- 
reation and  travel,  to  keep  themselves  fresh  and  vigor- 
ous educationally  and  physically,  and  they  should  re- 
ceive a salary  sufficient  to  make  these  things  possible. 

Evening  Schools. 

The  evening  schools  opened  this  year  as  usual  on  the 
first  Monday  in  October,  and  continued  three  nights  a 
week  for  twelve  weeks.  The  school  at  Turner  street 
was  opened  with  the  rest,  but  the  attendance  was  so 
small  at  the  end  of  the  first  month  that  it  was  not 
deemed  wise  to  continue  the  school,  and  it  was  closed. 
The  other  schools  have  had  a most  successful  term,  and 
a number  of  scholars  have  expressed  regret  that  the 
schools  were  to  close,  and  signified  their  desire  to  con- 
tinue their  studies.  At  the  Bank  street  school  the  class 
in  freehand  drawing  was  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  second 
week  on  account  of  the  small  size  of  the  class.  The 
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classes  in  bookkeeping,  and  stenography  and  typewrit- 
ing, although  affected  somewhat,  like  all  evening  school 
classes,  by  a gradual  falling  off  in  numbers  toward  the 
close  of  the  term,  did  excellent  work,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  they  may  be  continued  next  year.  The  work 
in  the  primary,  intermediate  and  grammar  classes  was 
certainly  better  than  it  has  been  for  two  years.  The 
spirit  in  the  schools  this  year  has  been  excellent,  and  I 
doubt  if  one  could  find  evening  schools  more  orderly  or 
better  conducted. 

The  following  figures  show  an  average  attendance  of 
12  more  than  last  year,  with  one  school  less  than  last 
year  for  the  last  eight  weeks.

(The  following  article  by  Mrs.  McIntyre,  who  had 
charge  of  the  school  at  Hebronville,  appeared  in  the 
issue  of  the  Journal  of  Education  for  September  27,  1906, 
and  very  accurately  describes  the  aim  and  work  of  the 
school : 


A UNIQUE  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

Hebronville  is  one  of  the  mill  villages  in  Attleborough.  Many 
of  the  fathers  and  mothers  in  this  settlement  are  French-Cana- 
dians,  earning  their  sustenance  by  working  in  the  cotton  mills. 
Their  children  run  at  large  during  the  summer,  spending  a 
greater  part  of  the  time  on  the  streeet.  Realizing  this,  the 
School  Board  of  Attleborough  decided  to  experiment  with  a vaca- 
tion school,  where  these  children  might  at  least  be  free  from 
evil  influences,  if  taught  nothing. 

The  enrollment  for  July  and  August  was  forty-eight,  and 
these  little  girls,  the  youngest  four  and  the  oldest  thirteen,  were 
ready  by  eight  o’clock  to  begin  the  day’s  work. 

Attendance  has  not  been  compulsory,  but  the  average  for 
the  summer  has  been  thirty.  The  teachers  have  been  at  liberty 
to  do  what  would  most  interest  the  children. 

Twenty  dollars  were  allowed  for  material,  and  each  child 
was  told  she  could  have  for  her  own  any  garment  she  might 
make.  Dresses,  skirts,  kimonas,  aprons,  bags,  patchwork  and 
underclothing  have  been  made.  Some  had  a fondness  for  more 
fancy  articles,  and  they  were  taught  to  make  silk  bags,  needle 
books,  outlining,  embroidery  and  hemstitching.  So  interested 
were  the  children  in  sewing  that  it  was  quite  impossible  to 
drive  them  out  of  the  room  for  their  games.  Croquet  and  swing 
chairs  were  generously  provided  for  the  children. 

Every  Wednesday  the  session  was  varied  by  a luncheon, 
consisting  of  sandwiches,  cookies  and  lemonade,  prepared  in  the 
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daintiest  manner  by  the  teachers.  The  pupils  were  taught  how 
to  set  the  table,  the  proper  manner  of  eating,  use  of  napkins, 
and  finally  to  pack  the  dishes  properly  for  washing  and  then  to 
wash  them. 

Stories  of  Cinderella,  Red  Riding  Hood,  Three  Bears,  etc., 
were  told  them,  and  they  greatly  enjoyed  playing,  or  rather 
acting  them,  according  to  their  interpretation. 

Our  visiting  day  was  enjoyed  by  parents  and  guests,  and  the 
children  displayed  their  work,  many  of  them  arraying  them- 
selves in  the  garments  made. 

Has  it  paid?  We  find  the  answer  in  the  words  of  one  of  the 
youngest  pupils,  who,  when  told  that  school  was  over,  said: 
“Can’t  we  come  just  one  more  week,  anyhow?”

LEWIS  A.  FALES, 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Tales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  this,  my  eighth  annual  report,  I desire  to  call  atten- 
tion to  four  things : the  increasing  membership  of  the 
school ; important  changes  which  went  into  effect  in  Sep- 
tember last;  the  method  of  entering  college  by  certifi- 
cate ; and  the  need  of  a new  high  school  building  in  the 
near  future. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  fall  term  just  ended  was 
245.  This  is  a gain  of  but  seven  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year,  but  it  must  be  explained  that  while 
ninety  freshmen  were  admitted  in  1905,  only  seventy- 
seven  were  received  in  1906.  The  gain  is  thus  to  be 
accounted  for  by  a lessened  falling  off  in  the  higher 
classes.  Indeed  last  September  was  notable  in  that 
respect ; few  pupils  who  were  enrolled  in  June  failed 
to  appear  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  senior  class 
losing  only  one  during  the  vacation.  Considering  the 
unusual  business  prosperity  of  the  past  year,  when  it 
has  been  so  easy  for  young  men  and  women  to  secure 
employment,  this  fact  argues  well  for  the  earnestness  of 
purpose  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

The  large  graduating  class  of  a year  ago,  twenty- 
seven,  was  quite  surpassed  in  numbers  by  the  class  last 
June,  numbering  thirty-three.  This,  in  turn,  will  be 
outnumbered  next  June  by  a class  of  about  fifty.  The 
loss  of  such  a large  number  will  probably  be  offset  by 
an  unusually  large  entering  class. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  study, 
the  most  important  being  in  the  English  department. 
The  time  devoted  to  this  work  has  been  increased  nearly 
fifty  per  cent.,  as,  instead  of  three  periods  a week  for 
each  class,  the  freshmen  now  have  English  five  times, 
and  each  of  the  other  classes,  four  times  a week.  We 
hope  by  this  means  not  only  to  meet  more  fully  the  de- 
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mands  of  the  colleges,  but  also  to  give  all  our  pupils  a 
better  command  of  our  own  language. 

One  year  has  been  added  to  the  course  in  German, 
making  three  in  all,  and  putting  it  on  a level  with  our 
French  course.  This  was  necessary  because  a full  prep- 
aration for  the  colleges  and  technical  schools  in  either 
French  or  German  now  requires  three  years. 

The  time  given  to  reviews  of  algebra  and  geometry  in 
the  senior  year  has  been  increased  one  period  a week, 
as  has  also  been  done  in  the  case  or  mediaeval  history. 

The  full  course  of  study,  as  it  stands  to-day,  is  pre- 
sented below,  together  with  suggestive  courses  for  col- 
lege and  technical  preparation,  business  training,  and 
general  culture.  , , 

As  many  people  seem  to  have  a rather  vague  idea 
about  entrance  to  college,  an  explanation  of  the  certifi- 
cate privilege  may  not  be  out  of  place  at  this  time. 

Harvard,  Yale,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
and  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  admit  students 
only  on  examination,  with  some  exceptions  in  the  case 
of  the  last  mentioned. 

All  the  other  colleges  and  universities  in  New  Eng- 
land admit  either  by  examination  or  by  certificate.  To 
secure  a certain  degree  of  uniformity  in  the  matter  of 
entrance  by  certificate,  twelve  of  these  institutions  have 
formed  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate 
Board.  These  are : 


Amherst  College, 

Boston  University, 
Bowdoin  College, 

Brown  University, 
Dartmouth  College, 
Mount  Holyoke  College, 


Smith  College, 

Tufts  College, 
University  of  Maine, 
Wellesley  College, 
Wesleyan  University, 
Williams  College. 


This  Board,  consisting  of  one  representative  from  each 
of  the  above  named  colleges,  approves  such  high  schools 
and  other  fitting  schools  .as  can  satisfy  its  requirements. 
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A long  and  detailed  description  of  courses  of  study, 
equipment,  etc.,  is  sent  to  the  Board  by  a school  desiring 
the  certificate  right ; if  satisfactory,  the  school  is  placed 
upon  the  approved  list  for  a period  of  three  years.  Its 
continuance  upon  the  approved  list  during  that  period, 
or,  upon  application,  for  another  period  of  three  years, 
depends  upon  the  success  of  the  students  sent  to  the 
colleges  by  that  school. 

Because  the  Attleboro  High  School  has  been  placed 
upon  that  approved  list,  there  seems  to  be  a general  im- 
pression that  a pupil  who  obtains  the  high  school 
diploma  has  a passport  to  college.  Such  is  not  the  case. 

Doubtless  in  every  factory  in  this  town  may  be 
found  employees  who,  either  through  lack  of  ambition 
or  lack  of  ability,  are  doing  a minimum  amount  of 
work ; men  and  women  who  are  doing  enough  to  be  kept 
on  the  pay  roll,  but  who  would  not  be  called  by  their 
employers  highly  efficient  workmen.  Just  so  in  our  own 
and  every  other  high  school  are  pupils  who  are  doing  the 
minimum  amount  of  work  to  secure  graduation,  but  not 
such  work  as  entitles  them  to  a certificate  for  college. 

If  the  sole  aim  of  our  high  school  were  to  fit  for  col- 
lege, the  necessary  standard  for  graduation  might  possi- 
bly be  such  that  every  one  who  could  graduate  would 
be  entitled  to  a college  certificate,  but  that  is  out  of  the 
question. 

Then,  too,  the  decision  to  go  to  college  sometimes 
comes  so  late  that  time  is  lacking  to  secure  sufficient 
preparation.  As  a result  the  candidate  is  either  refused 
by  the  college  or  accepted  with  so  many  conditions  that 
his  stay  is  extremely  doubtful. 

To  obtain  careful  preparation  for  the  colleges  requires 
the  whole  four  years  of  the  high  school  course.  This 
is  one  argument  for  having  as  little  variation  as  possible 
in  the  first  year’s  work  in  all  the  different  courses  which 
a high  school  may  offer.  That  first  year,  usually  the 
fifteenth  year  of  age,  is  often  the  period  in  which  the 
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natural  inclination  of  the  child  begins  to  take  definite 
shape ; and  if  a wrong  start  is  made,  rather  than  put 
another  year  into  the  work,  the  pupil  will  perhaps  change 
his  plans  or  try  to  work  them  out  sadly  handicapped. 

The  college  entrance  certificate  is  a document  fur- 
nished by  the  college  to  be  filled  out  and  signed  by  the 
principal,  sometimes  by  the  heads  of  the  departments 
as  well.  A uniform  certificate  has  not  yet  been  adopted. 
Some  colleges  require  a very  careful  description  of  the 
work  done  by  the  pupil ; others  rest  all  the  responsibility 
upon  the  school  and  accept  a brief  account.  All,  how- 
ever, agree  upon  a statement  similar  to  the  following: 

“I,  the  undersigned,  Principal  of  the School,  in 

, hereby  certify  that  in  all  the  subjects  named  in 

the  list  below,  Mr , a candidate  for  the  degree  of 

, has  fully  completed  the  amount  required  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Freshman  class  of and  is  qualified  to 

begin  the  work  of  that  class.”  And  further : “Is  this 
student,  in  your  opinion,  of  sufficient  maturity  and 
scholarship  to  pursue  a college  course  to  advantage?” 

Therefore,  however  ambitious  a principal  may  be  for 
his  pupils,  he  dare  not  make  statements  which  the  school 
records  will  not  substantiate;  he  cannot  afford  to  give 
certificates  to  such  as  have  not  maintained  a high  stand- 
ing, for  the  failure  of  one  student  in  any  of  the  colleges 
affects  the  standing  of  the  school,  and  endangers  its  cer- 
tificate right  in  all  the  colleges  represented  by  the  Board. 
If  the  passing  mark  of  a school  is  sixty-five  per  cent.,  its 
mark  to  entitle  a graduate  to  a college  certificate  should 
be  as  high  as  eighty  per  cent.  Graduates  to  whom  the 
school  denies  certificates  may,  of  course,  take  the  col- 
lege examinations,  thus  placing  all  responsibility  for 
their  possible  acceptance  upon  the  college  authorities. 

It  may  be  stated  here  that  the  entrance  requirements 
to  some  colleges  not  mentioned  above,  and  to  some  de- 
partments in  those  already  named,  are  relatively  simple 
and  the  examination  demanded  is  correspondingly  easy. 
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In  my  report  last  year,  I mentioned  the  lack  of 
room  in  our  present  building.  With  the  passing  of  the 
year,  the  need  has  become  much  more  apparent.  The 
continued  growth  of  the  school  and  the  increase  in  the 
course  of  study  called  this  year  for  one  more  teacher, 
making  nine  in  all.  As  there  are  but  six  class  and  reci- 
tation rooms,  besides  the  laboratories  and  commercial 
rooms,  the  need  of  more  recitation  rooms  is  entirely 
clear. 

The  library  and  office  are  unsatisfactory,  both  as  to 
location  and  size.  The  basement  arrangement  is  the 
best  that  could  be  devised  when  the  building  was  en- 
larged, but  it  is  inconvenient  and  quite  unsuitable  for  a 
school  with  a one  session  program.  If  lunches  could  be 
served  in  the  building,  it  would  be  a most  desirable 
plan. 

The  greatest  need  at  the  present  time  is  a school  hall. 
The  chorus  has  already  been  divided  into  two  music 
classes,  and  it  is  impossible  to  assemble  the  entire  school 
for  any  purpose.  Here  is  a loss  which  nothing  else  can 
compensate.  It  would  mean  so  much  if  the  whole  school 
could  be  brought  together  frequently,  for  morning  devo- 
tions, for  short  talks  on  some  phase  of  school  or  social 
life,  for  music,  for  debate,  for  declamations.  A more 
wholesome  school  spirit  would  be  created ; class  rival- 
ries and  friction  would  tend  to  diminish ; the  pride  in 
his  school  and  the  responsibility  resting  upon  each  pupil 
would  increase;  the  standard  for  personal  conduct  both 
in  and  out  of  school  would  be  raised. 

And  after  all,  it  is  not  wholly  book-learning  which  the 
school  should  offer;  it  should  teach  all  the  virtues  which 
make  for  good  citizenship  and  right  living;  its  highest 
aim  should  be  to  send  out  into  the  community  earnest 
and  noble  men  and  women.

Pupils  preparing  for  college,  scientific  or  normal  schools, 
must  consult  the  principal  before  choosing  electives. 

Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  begin  two  foreign  languages 
in  the  same  year. 

No  class  with  less  than  five  members  will  be  formed  in  any 
subject.  If  a class  in  a study  continuing  more  than  one  year  is 
formed  with  the  requisite  number,  it  will  not  be  discontinued  by 
the  operation  of  this  rule.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  music  work  in  our  schools  is  begun  in  the  first 
grade  by  the  teaching  of  songs  that  are  best  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  those  who  apparently  are  tone  deaf.  By  the 
use  of  these  songs,  the  ear  and  the  voice  are  trained 
and  the  music  progress  of  the  pupil  is  established.  We 
begin  in  the  second  grade  and  continue  through  the 
grammar  grades  to  develop  the  knowledge  of  musical 
elements,  intervals,  relative  length  of  tones,  different 
kinds  of  rhythm,  the  application  of  the  knowledge 
.gained  to  the  reading  of  unfamiliar  songs,  and  the  mas- 
tery of  new  things  in  music,  as  far  as  the  pupils  have 
time  and  power. 

The  effort  to  make  music  a substantial  study  and  not 
a mere  recreation  exercise  led  to  the  introduction  of  in- 
dividual recitations  in  music.  This  is  progressing  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner  in  the  grades  where  it  has  been 
introduced  and  is  creating  not  only  independent  musF 
readers  but  a very  noticeable  improvement  in  our  class 
singing.  We  began  the  practice  of  individual  singing 
last  year  in  the  first,  second  and  third  grades  and  have 
introduced  it  this  year  into  the  fourth  grade.  It  is  my  in- 
tention to  carry  this  individual  work  into  the  fifth  grade 
next  year  and  to  continue  it  along  from  grade  to  grade 
until  music  recitation  by  the  individual  becomes  a part 
•of  the  regular  music  work  in  all  the  grammar  schools. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  good 
tone  quality.  The  day  of  the  harsh,  disagreeable  sing- 
ing has  passed  away,  and  in  its  stead  we  are  training  our 
pupils  to  sing  with  a pure  tone,  voice  free  and  flexible, 
vowels  Well  formed,  and  consonants  distinctly  uttered. 

We  aim  to  carry  along  together  the  technical  and  the 
aesthetic  side  of  music, to  give  to  our  pupils  the  ability 
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not  only  to  read  the  songs  that  they  sing,  but  to  give 
them  such  artistic  rendering  as  their  limited  experience 
will  permit. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  ex- 
cellent concert  given  by  the  pupils  of  the  eighth  grade 
of  the  Sanfor.d  street  school.  It  was  considered,  by  those 
competent  to  judge,  a splendid  example  of  grammar 
school  singing. 

The  music  in  our  High  School  has  been  more  satis- 
factory this  year  than  ever  before.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  only  those  especially  interested  in  singing  are 
in  the  music  class,  and  also  that  the  crowded  condition 
of  last  year  has  been  remedied  by  dividing  the  large 
class  into  two  divisions ; one  division  meeting  on  Mon- 
day, and  the  other  on  Wednesday  morning.  At  the 
graduation  last  year  the  chorus  rendered  the  cantata 
“The  W reck  of  the  Hesperus, ’’  by  Anderton.  It  ,was  a 
noteworthy  fact  that  the  solo  numbers  were  sung  by  in- 
dividual members  of  the  chorus. 

It  is  clear  that  the  time  has  come  to  demand  a higher 
intellectual  treatment  of  music  simply  because  music 
affects  our  social  life  widely  and  profoundly.  The  pres- 
ent agitation  to  make  the  science  of  music  a part  of  the 
regular  course  in  high  schools  is  a move  of  great  im- 
portance. It  means  that,  by  the  introduction  of  harmony 
and  composition  as  an  elective  subject,  an  opportunity 
is  to  be  given  the  pupil  for  a more  serious  study  of 
music.  It  means  also  that  part  of  the  time  now  given  to 
singing  will  be  given  to  intelligent  listening  and  that  the 
masterpieces  of  music  are  to  become  as  familiar  to  the 
pupil  as  the  masterpieces  of  literature.  The  effect  of 
this  will  be  to  cultivate  more  highly  the  musical  intelli- 
gence of  the  future  men  and  women  of  our  town,  and  to 
promote  a broader  interest  in  the  subject  and  a more  uni- 
versal comprehension  of  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  presenting  my  second  annual  report  I would  say 
that  the  work  in  drawing  is  being  carried  out  in  much 
the  same  way  as  it  was  last  year.  Drawing  teaches  the 
child  to  observe  and  to  express.  Like  writing,  it  is 
plainly  and  practically  useful  to  every  child,  being  sure 
to  strengthen  his  hands  in  any  future  occupation  of  life. 
It  may  be  regarded  either  as  an  accomplishment,  or  ab 
a means  of  livelihood  ; either  as  a means  of  raising  the 
standard  of  taste  in  a community,  or  of  giving  skill  and 
knowledge  to  those  who  minister  to  taste  and  refine- 
ment by  the  creation  of  beautiful  forms,  whether 
through  fine  or  industrial  art. 

Taste  combined  with  skill  is  an  important  basis  of  na- 
tional wealth.  Nations  with  taste  and  skill  control  the 
world  market  in  lines  of  artistic  manufacture.  The 
public  must  be  capable  of  appreciating  good  work,  for 
the  supply  will  soon  cease  if  there  be  no  demand  for  it. 

Drawing  can  be  taught  as  easily  as  reading  and  writ- 
ing and  a genius  for  drawing  is  not  needed.  Everybody 
cannot  be  made  a perfect  draughtsman,  but  all  can  be 
taught  to  draw  a given  object  in  correct  proportion,  and 
a great  deal  more. 

Drawing  from  nature  was  taught  in  the  fall  in  all 
the  grades,  free  expression  of  its  character  being  the  aim. 
Landscape  composition  was  also  taught  to  give  the 
pupils  a knowledge  of  space  relation.  This  knowledge 
was  applied  later  in  the  primary  grades  to  original  illus- 
trated stories. 

Drawing  in  the  lower  grades  is  primarily  expression. 
It.  must  deal  directly  with  social  environment,  and  lend 
itself  as  a means  and  not  as  an  end  to  the  gaining  of  in- 
formation. It  should  be  a part  of  the  other  subjects  of 
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the  curriculum,  especially  of  Nature  Study  and  Lan- 
uage. 

The  principal  work  in  the  grammar  grades  following 
the  nature  work,  is  printing,  construction  and  design, 
working  drawing,  and  the  power  to  sketch  quickly  as 
well  as  correctly  objects  and  nature. 

In  the  High  School  students  in  the  freehand  classes 
draw  from  nature.  From  the  plant  forms,  designs  are 
made  and  worked  out  in  materials  of  the  students’  own 
selection,  such  as  tooled  leather  in  the  form  of  purses,  A 
card  cases,  lamp  mats,  etc.  The  designs  are  also  applied 
to  textiles  by  -block  printing,  and  to  copper  and  silver 
in  forms  of  hat  pins,  brooches,  etc.  This  requires  ac- 
curacy and  neatness  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  and  gives 
him  pleasure  in  making  something  of  use.  The  class 
also  draws  from  objects  and  casts.  The  students  in  the 
mechanical  classes  are  taught  geometric  problems,  or- 
thographic projection,  machine  drawing,  building  con- 
struction, and  lettering. 

I thank  the  teachers,  Superintendent,  and  Committee 
for  their  assistance  and  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUANT  OFFICER 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1906:. 

In  summing  up  my  work  for  the  year  I find  that  every 
child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  living 
in  town,  is  attending  some  school  unless  his  physical 
or  mental  condition  makes  it  harmful  for  him  to  attend. 

I also  find  the  same  conditions  regarding  illiterate 
minors  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  for 
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whom  it  is  compulsory  that  they  attend  school  until  they 
can  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  1906.  I found 
four  such  minors  that  could  neither  read  nor  write  work- 
ing in  a mill ; they  were  discharged  and  sent  to  school. 
There  is  a greater  number  of  pupils  attending  the  paro- 
chial school  this  year  than  last,  and  a large  number  of 
Attleborough  children  attending  school  in  Rhode  Island. 
I also  find  in  nearly  all  cases  that  the  manufacturers  are 
anxious  to  secure  certificates  for  all  minors  in  their  em- 
ploy.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

During  the  past  four  months  your  physician  has  visited 
each  of  the  fifty-four  schools  at  least  twice  and  the  most 
of  them  several  times.  Of  the  2197  scholars  all  have  been 
examined  as  to  their  physical  condition  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a few  who  were  unavoidably  absent.  The  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  seventeen  schoolhouses  has  been  in- 
vestigated, and  the  physical  condition  of  the  teachers 
and  the  qualification  of  the  various  janitors  hoted.  The 
following  table  will  give  you  a fair  idea  of  the  physical 
condition  of  the  children  of  our  schools.  No  attempt 
has  been  made  to  draw  fine  lines  in  diagnoses,  notice 
being  taken  only  of  the  most  striking  physical  defects. 

Perhaps  a slight  explanation  of  the  table  will  be  in 
order,  that  you  may  better  understand  just  what  is 
meant.  For  instance,  there  are  noted  323  cases  of  throat 
trouble ; this  includes  all  the  mild  and  severe  cases  of 
enlarged  tonsils,  adnoids,  chronic  sore  thoat,  etc.  Many 
of  these  need  attention  at  once.  While  the  majority  are 
slight  in  character  they  are  liable  to  become  chronic,  and 
a little  attention  at  the  present  time  will  prevent  trouble 
in  the  future.  Of  183,  under  the  head  of  teeth,  all  need 
attention.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  vast  majority  of 
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the  cases  are  among  the  youngest  children  who  have  lost 
their  first  set  of  teeth  and  are  liable  to  lose  their  second 
if  immediate  attention  is  not  paid  to  this  important  part. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the  161  cases  of  vermin 
except  to  emphasize  the  rule  that  all  vermin  must  be 
exterminated  from  our  schools.  Thirty-one  cases  of 
anaemia  are  noted.  All  of  these  cases  should  be  excluded 
from  our  schools,  for  what  they  need  is  good  fresh  blood, 
which  can  only  be  obtained  by  exercise,  good  fresh  air, 
and  appropriate  treatment.  The  33  cases  of  heart  disease 
should  be  carefully  attended  to,  both  by  the  teacher  and 
parents.  In  the  High  School  there  are  12  cases  which  are 
tabulated  as  not  being  up  to  the  standard.  These  are  in- 
dividuals who,  while  they  have  no  distinct  disease,  are 
dull  and  have  not  the  sprightly  action  of  the  other 
scholars.  On  being  questioned  they  state  that  there  is 
nothing  the  matter  with  them  but  they  do  not  feel  just 
right.  Further  questioning  brings  out  the  fact  that  they 
do  not  retire  until  after  ten  o’clock  and  often  not  until 
twelve.  These  cases  need  the  attention  of  their  parents, 
and  are  the  ones  for  which  the  schools  are  generally 
blamed  if  the  scholars  break  down  during  the  school 
year.  Another  factor  which  acts  as  a detriment  to  the 
High  School  children  is*  that  there  is  no  way  in  which 
they  can  get  a good  lunch  at  the  noon  recess  as  too  long 
a time  elapses  between  their  breakfast  and  the  time  they 
have  their  dinner  when  they  reach  home. 

Taking  up  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses, 
we  find  that,  with  the  exception  of  two,  nothing  more  can 
be  asked.  At  the  High  School  the  wash  bowls  are  large 
iron  sinks  which  should  be  replaced  by  sanitary  wash 
bowls.  There  are  2197  children  in  our  schools  and  there 
are  provided  for  them  forty-one  cups,  which  are  used  by 
all  the  children  except  in  three  rooms.  For  example,  the 
541  scholars  in  the  Sanford  street  schools  have  but  four 
cups ; the  436  of  Richardson  the  same  number.  This  is 
a bad  condition  of  affairs  and  should  be  remedied  at  once. 
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One  case  of  diphtheria  riiight  contaminate  a whole  school. 
Either  each  child  should  have  his  own  cup,  or  a drinking 
fountain  which  can  be  used  by  children  provided.  The 
health  of  the  teachers  is  good  with  one  exception. 

In  conclusion  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
several  of  the  children  attending  our  schools  are  im- 
properly clad  and  some  of  them  actually  suffer  from  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather.  Again  others  do  not  receive 
proper  food ; for  example,  seven  or  eight  children  in  the 
Dodgeville  school,  between  five  and  eight  years  of  age, 
come  to  school  without  having  had  any  breakfast.  Of 
course  this  is  the  fault  of  the  parents,  but  that  does  not 
make  it  any  more  comfortable  for  the  children, and  some- 
thing should  be  done  about  it,  as  children  cannot  be 
healthy  under  such  conditions.

We,  the  undersigned,  duly  elected  Auditors  of  the 
Town  of  Attleborough,  respectfully  report  that  we  have 
examined  the  books  and  reports  of  the  Water  Com- 
missioners, Water  Registrar,  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Funds,  Tax  Collectors,  School  Committee, 
Town  Treasurer,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library,  Park  Commissioners  and  Selectmen, 
and  have  found  them  correct.
